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DISASTER AT SEA. 
A Spanish Steam er Goes Down W ith All 
on Board. 
N ew Y o r k , October 31st.—The Spanish 
steamship Vizcaya was run into off Barne- 
gat oy an unknown schooner yesterday, and 
both vessels were sunk. The Captain and 
a great number of the p S9eneers on the 
Bteamer were lost. The tate of the crew of 
the schooner is unknown. 
The chief officer, second officer, surgeon, 
one engineer and eight of the crew were 
picked up. 
So far as know D , these are the only per­ 
sons out of the crew and a passenger list of 
eightv-six of the Vizcaya and the crew of 
the unknown schooner that have been 
saved. 
It is feared that all the others are lest, 
and that the list will number np to eighty, 
if not more. 
The details are meager. 
The Vizcaya left New York yesterday 
afternoon for Havana with nine regular 
passengers and a crew of seventy-seven. It 
is tbonght there were some others on board 
not on the list. 
At half-past 8 Thursday evening a large 
four-masted schooner hove in sight and 
immediately bore down on the steamer, 
striking her on the starboard bunkers, 
carrying away the bridge and cabin. 
The Captain was instantly killed. 
Seven minutes later both vessels had 
sunk, and the passengers and crews were 
struggling in the water. The steamer was 
a stanch vessel, and Captain Bunill was 
one of the most trusted employes of the 
line.One of the passengers not on the regular 
list was Juan Pgdro, a Cuban millionaire, 
and a Director in the s eamship line. The 
other passengers on board, as far as learned, 
were: M. A. Calvo, wife, son and maid; 
Mr. Purr and three children. A, Ruiz, Jose 
Acaiba, Esman Alvarez, Juan F. Hedman. 
Oscar Islaur, Luigi Pellion and Jose Gar­ 
cia.Surgeon Rico says that at the time of the 
collision he was in the cabin talking to 
M rs. Calvo. 
Suddenly there came an 
awful shock, and the steamer rolled well 
over on her port aide. Everything in the 
cabin was thrown down, and immediately 
a scene of the wildest confusion ensued. 
“Mrs. Calvo begged me to save her son,” 
said the doctor, “and I went up on deck to 
find him. There a terrible scene met my 
eyes. The bridge, deck-house and fore 
rigging were all torn away. There was a 
great gash in the starboard side, just abaft 
of the coal bunkers, and through this the 
water was rushing. Clo9e by, on the star­ 
board beam, was a big four-mnsted 
schooner, with her bowsprit and fore 
rigging gone and beams stove in. Men 
were running about wildly on our decks, 
shoutiDg all kinds of orders, and I can re­ 
member seeing the crew of the schooner 
doing the same on their vessel. The next 
thing I knew the water was rushing over 
our decks. With a wild idea of saving 
o«rselves, Beveral of us clambered up 
the port fore rigging. Down went the 
steamer and up we climbed. We reached 
the foretopgallant yard, and' just then the 
hull reached the bottom. This left us just 
above the surface of the water, but each 
swell dashed over our limbs. Twelve 
survivors were there. 8ome of our ctew 
tried to reach the schooner, but she went 
to the bottom almost as quick as the Viz­ 
caya, and, as far as we could see, there was 
not a sail in sight. 
"One of the men on the yard said that 
while climbing the rigging he had seen a 
boat lowered from the schooner at)d seven 
men get in and row away, but we could, not 
see anything of it, although it was a bright 
moonlight night. 
“Then, in the hope of attracting atten­ 
tion, we cut the tarred ropes from the yard, 
and lighting them, slung them in the air, 
but in vain. All through the long night 
we clung to that yard, growing colder and 
stiffer each hour. Toward daybreak one of 
the men thought he heard a steamer pass­ 
ing, and we all shouted as loud as we 
could. Then a boat made its appearance 
and we were taken on board the Hum­ 
boldt. We could not have lasted much 
longer.” 
The collision is inexplicable in view of 
the statement of Dr. Rico that the night 
was a bright moonlight one and the sea 
smooth. 
A dispatch from Lewes, Delaware, to­ 
night, says the tug Hercules arrived this 
evening and reports that the schooner was 
the Cornelius Hargraves. Ten men from 
the Hargraves and seven from the Vizcaya 
were picked np by the schooner Sarah L. 
Davis and transferred to the Hercules. The 
latter proceeded for the wreck to render 
assistance, but at midnight met the tug 
Eutler, which had been to the scene and 
found both vessels sunk and all hands 
gone. 
They picked np the body of a woman. 
The survivors report that nearly 100 people 
were clinging to the wreck at one time. 
The schooner Hargraves cleared from 
Lewes, October 27th, with coal for Fall 
River, Mass. 
CLEVELAND WAKES IP . 
The Ex-Pre»i<Ient Dlncimnes the Political 
Situation. 
Albany (N. Y.), October 3l9t.—The Argus 
will print to-morrow a lengthy interview 
with ex-President Cleveland on the polit­ 
ical situation. In it Cleveland says, in 
part:“I am sure there never was a public 
question discussed more thoroughly and 
more intelligently than the subject of tariff 
reform by the Democratic advocates. This 
may perhaps suggest that if the Demo­ 
cratic position on this issue is a correct 
one, there should be an immediate and 
ready acquiescence on the part of the peo­ 
ple. But the judgment of onr countrymen 
has been so trammelled, aDd their percep­ 
tions so clouded by prejudice and appeals to 
self interest, that their apprehension of the 
IrUf province of our Government has been 
distorted, aha ío¿7 íiaY® 
¡ea 
to believe that tb» Conduct of public affairs 
might properly minister to their profit— 
not by securing general prosperity founded 
on principle, but by giving advantage to 
certain classes. 
“It is certainly true that in such selfish 
operations the interests of some of the peo­ 
ple must be neglected. Protest on the part 
of these has been stilled by the most ar­ 
rant deception and cajolery. 
“At last, however, these neglected one9 
are aroused, and in spite of the clouds of 
misrepresentation and delnsion which 
surround them, they begin to see the 
light. 
Our agriculturists and others, 
whose interests have been disregarded 
while advantages have been accorded to 
the favored few, are not to be much longer 
deceived. I am confident we shall secure 
a majority in the next House of Repre­ 
sentatives. I cannot forget how laboriously 
a reform moves which must break through 
selfish interests strongly intrenched and 
unscrupulously asserted, and overcome 
abuses loog suffered and arrogantly main­ 
tained. 
“I believe all onr gains must be the re­ 
sult of a hard struggle against these odds. 
It is not, however, possible that a complete 
triumph of the people’s cause can be much 
longer delayed. The effective inculcation 
of the wholesale doctrine which character­ 
izes the Democratic pres» through the dis­ 


cussion is going on in every part of the 
country. The undisguised schemes of the 
Republican party to secure its perpetua­ 
tion in power through reckless enactments 
which stifle the results of the people’s 
suffrage, its brutal methods of legislation 
and, above all, the positive distress daily 
threatened onr people’s homes under the 
operation of the new and iniquitous tariff 
law—a law which not only enhances the 
cost of the necessaries of life, but fosters the 
extortions of trusts and combinations— 
makes certain the advent of freer and better 
times and the ascendancy of the true 
Democracy. 
“Whatever the result may be, I am not 
at all afraid that the zeal of the party will 
flag of discouragement. It will not in the 
least dampen its ardor or lessen its aggres­ 
siveness. The Democratic party is thor­ 
oughly united and has planted itself on 
Democratic principles. It will not abandon 
its sacred cause, but will continue the war­ 
fare until it achieves a complete success. 
The party that knew no discouragement in 
1888 will not waver or falter in 1890.” 


ORIGINAL PACKAGES. 
Suprem e Justice Caldwell Says the Act 
of Congress is Valid. 
L i t t l e R ock (A rk ), October 31st.—The 
opinion of Judge Caldwell, of the United 
States Circuit^Conrt, in the original pack­ 
age case of H. M. Van Vliet, of Iowa, was 
filed to-day. 
It is very lengthy and discusses all the 
questions raised. The Court holds that the 
Act of Congress and the laws of the State 
are valid. 
The following is the salient points of the 
opinion: By the terras of the Act, an 
original package, when it arrives within the 
StBte where transit terminates, is at once 
reduced to the rank of domestic liquors, 
and is subject to the operation and effect of 
the laws of such State in the same manner 
as domestic liquor. Now, there never was 
any question that the laws of Iowa pro­ 
hibited the sale of liquor produced in the 
State, and that the law for this purpose 
was constitutional. These laws were in 
fall force at the date of the Act of CoDgress, 
and that Act havicg in legal effect abol­ 
ished original packages on their “arrival” 
within the State by placing them on the 
same footing with liquor produced within 
the State, they are as much amenable to 
the State law as if they had never existed 
in the form of original packages. 


UNION PACIFIC. 
President Adam s Talks About tbe P ro­ 
posed New Rates. 
Chicago, October 31st.—President Chsrles 
Francis Adams oi the Union Pacific Rail­ 
road, in speaking to-day of the proposed 
revision of tbe rates, which has aroused the 
antagonism of some of the Eastern connec­ 
tions of the Union Pacific, said it was a 
matter simply between bis road and the 
Chicago and Northwestern. He has no 
apprehension that the other line in the 
lone run will decline to participate in the 
traffic on the same terms with tbe North­ 
western. He was inclined to think tbe 
talk was gotten up more for Wall street 
than elsewhere. The Union Pacific has 
sustained a great loss of traffic and income 
of late, because of the fact that the Eastern 
machine shops are so crowded they cannot 
fill orders for new equipments. 
Had the road been able to secure motive 
power and equipment ordered six months 
ago, he said, it would have earned in Octo­ 
ber upward of $5,000.000, instead of $4,­ 
000,000. The traffic for it to handle, to­ 
day. be said, is 30 per cent, in excess of its 
capacity. 
Not Believed Lawful. 
N e w York, October 31st.—The Evening 
Post in an editorial says : The Sugar Tiust’s 
plan for swallowing itself and coming right 
side np is now before the public, bearing 
the indorsement of the eminent counsel 
who prepared the plan for the original 
trust. We think the new plan will en­ 
counter as great obstacles as the original 
one, and perhaps even greater. The whole 
concern must pass into the haDds of re­ 
ceivers, to be disposed of in accordance 
with the law as laid down by the Courts, 
one element of which is that the consolida­ 
tion feature is of itself illegal, as being in 
the nature of a monopoly. 
Caused a Sensauon. 
Chicago, October 31st.—A sensation was 
caused in the clothing trade to day by the 
failure of Leopold. Brothers & Co., manu­ 
facturers and wholesaledealers in clothing, 
and one of the oldest firms in the city. 
Confessions of judgment were entered 
against the firm for an aggregate of $149,­ 
000. The collapse came like a thunder­ 
bolt to the trade. Many of the creditors 
are comparatively small tradesmen in other 
cities. All these have been provided for. 
The liabilities and assets are estimated at 
$325,000. 
W ill Not Interfere. 
P h il a d e l p h i a October 31st.—It having 
been rumored that an attempt had been 
made by subordinate officials of the Read­ 
ing Railroad to coerce the employes to vote 
for favorite candidates next Tuesday, 
General Manager McLeod to-day tel­ 
egraphed a notice to all the employes that 
the management will under no circum­ 
stances tolerate any interference with the 
free exercise of the right of employes to 
vote in accordance with their individual 
preferences. No Truth Iu It. 
B a l t im o r e , October 3l9t.—The storv 
printed in Chicago to-day to the effect that 
negotiations were in progress looking to an 
agreement between the Northern Pacific 
and Baltimore and Ohio which, if con­ 
summated, wou'd amount to a practical 
consolidation of the two systems, thus 
forming a great transcontinental route, is 
declared by tbe Baltimore and Ohio mag­ 
nates to be without the slightest founda­ 
tion. 
W ill Fight the Law. 
L e a v e n w o r t h (Kas.), October 31st.—The 
Postmaster again threw oat the mail 
edition ot tbe Leavenworth Times this 
morning because it reprinted the list of 
Catholic fair rsffies. His action was sus­ 
tained by the Postmaster-General, and the 
Times has filed a suit against Postmaster 
Ritchie for $10,000 damages, making tbe 
claim that no law can forbid an American 
newspaper printing tbe news. 
Railw ay Insurance. 
C h a tta n o o g a , October 31st.—The Rail­ 
way Conductors' Insurance Association of 
the United States and Canada has con- 
eluded its tweny-third annual Convention 
here. The Association enlarged its field 
of operation by passing this resolution : 
Resolied, That this Association will receive all 
persons as members who are financially, moral­ 
ly and mentally qualified, under the age of 
sixty years, and in positions as Depot Masters, 
Train Masters. Train Dispatchers, Superintend­ 
ente and all officers above the rang of iuj>erlq. 
tendeat, 
Lynched a Negro. 
M aco n (Ga.), October 31st.—Rear Val­ 
dosta, yesterday afternoon, a negro named 
Paiseo committed a brutal assault on Miss 
Hardee, daughter of a prominent planter, 
and last night the negro was taken from 
the officers by a mob and lynched.

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CENSUS RETURNS. 
A D ecided Falling Off iu the Estim ates 
fur the Country. 
W a s h in g to n , October 31st.—The bulle­ 
tin issued to day on the population oi the 
United States says tbe population of the 
United States June 1,1890, as shown by the 
first count, exclusive of whites in Indian 
Territory, Indians on reservations and 
Alaska, is G2,480 540. 
These figures may be slightly changed 
by later computations. In 1880 the popu­ 
lation was 50,155,783. The absolute in­ 
crease in ten years is 12 324.757. The per­ 
centage of the increase is 24 57. In 1870 
the population was stated at 38 558,371. 
A ccording to these figures the absolute in­ 
crease between 1870" and 1880 was 11,587,­ 
412, the percentage of increase beiDg 30 08. 
Upon the face, these figures show the 
population has increased between 1880 and 
1890 only 727.345 more than between 1870 
aud 1880, while the rate of increase hes ap­ 
parently diminished from 30 08 to 24 57 per 
cent. If these figures were derived from 
correct data, they would be indeed disap­ 
pointing. Such a reduction in the face of 
the enormous immigration during the past 
ten years would argue a great diminution 
to the fecundity of the population, or a 
corresponding increase in the death rate. 
These figures, however, are easily ex­ 
plained when tbe character of the data is 
understood. 
It is well known, the fact having been 
demonstrated by extensive and thorough 
investigation, that the census of 1870 was 
grossly deficient in the Southern States, so 
much so as not only to give an exaggerated 
rate of increase of the population between 
1870 and 1880 in these States, but to affect 
very materially the rate of increase in the 
country at large. 
Ivan Petroff, who superintended the cen­ 
sus of Alaska, says all the returns are not 
yet in. and some will be delayed till next 
spring. A portion of the returns are not 
received, owing to the failure of the rev­ 
enue vessels to stop for them, and those of 
the far interior require a long time for 
transmission tothecoast. Petroff estimates 
the population at 35,000 to 38,000, of whom 
one-seventh is white. 
These omissions, the bulletin says, were 
not within U e control of the census office 
The census of 1870 was taken under the 
law which Superintendent Wallace charac­ 
terized as “clumsy, antiquated and barbar­ 
ous.” The census office had no power over 
its enumerators. Iu referring to these 
omissions, the Superintendent of the Tenth 
Census said in his report in relation to 
South Carolina: “It follows, asa conclusion 
of highest authority, either that the census 
of 1870 was grossly defective in regard to 
the whole of the State, or some consider­ 
able parts thereof, or else that the census of 
18S0 was fraudulent. Those, therefore, 
who believed in the accuracy and honesty 
ot the tenth census—and that was thor­ 
oughly established—must accept the other 
alternative, namely: Tbat the ninth census 
was ‘grossly defective.’ ” 
What was true of South Carolina was 
also true, in a greater or less degree, of all 
the Southern States. Tbe omissions in all 
probability amounted to not less than 
1,500,000. 
Omitting from consideration 
those States in which the census cf 1S70 is 
known, or presumed to have been faulty, 
the rate of increase between 1870 and 1880 
in tbe remaining States has been very 
nearly maintained in the decade between 
1880 and 1890. _ _ _ _ _ 
COINAGE OF A TEAR. 
Interesting R eport of D irector of tbe 
M int Leech 
W a s h ig n to n , October 31st—The annual 
report of Director i f the Mint Leech, says: 
The coinage of the past fiscal year was the 
largest in tbe history of the Mint, aggre­ 
gating 112.698,071 pieces. Gold and silver 
bars were manufactured as follows: Gold, 
$23.342,433: silver, $7,045,357; total, $30,­ 
387,791. Gold bars exchanged for gold 
coin, free of charge, $16 357,676. Exports 
of gold anring the year exceeded the im­ 
ports by $4,253,047; the silver exporta were 
$8,545.455 over the imports. The total 
amount of silver purchased during the 
fiscal year for the coinage of silver dol­ 
lars was 30 912,111 standard ounces, cost­ 
ing $26,899,326. From the close of the 
fiscal year to August 13th, the date the 
new Silver Act went into effect, the amount 
of silver purchased was 3,108 199 standard 
ounces, costing $3 049 426. The amount of 
silver bullion purchased under the Act to 
October 31st, has been 12,276,578 ounces at 
a cost of $14,038,168, an average of $1 14.349 
per fine ounce. 
The Director recommends among other 
things the repeal or modification of the 
Act of May 26. 18S1. authorizing the ex­ 
change of gold bars for gold coin. 
There was a marked improvement in the 
E 
rice ot silver during the fiscal year. The 
'¡rector estimates the stock of metallic 
money in the United States July 1. 1890. as 
follows: Gold, $695.563,029; silver, $463,211,­ 
919. Total amount of metallic and paper 
money in circniation, exclusive of holdings 
of Treasury, June 30.1890, was $1,435 610,­ 
612, a per capita of $22 09, against $1,380,­ 
418,091 at the commencement of the fiscal 
year, an increase of $55.192,521. 
The number of silver dollars in circnia­ 
tion June 30, 1890, was 56,278,649, against 
54 457,290 at the commencement of the 
year.The product of gold from the mines of 
the United States during the calendar year 
of 1889 was $32 800.000; silver, 50,000.000 
fine ounces, the commercial value of which 
was $40 750,000, and coining value $64,646,­ 
464. Tiie product of the mines and smelt­ 
ers of the United States during the same 
year was: Gold, 2,527,892 troy ouncee; sil­ 
ver, 60,236,469 troy ounces. 
The total purchases of silver for the coin­ 
age of silver dollars from March 1, 1879, to 
August 12, 1890. was 323,835,576 standard 
ounces, costing $308.199,261, an average of 
$1 05 8 per fine ounce. The net profit of 
earnings Over expenditures of the mint 
during the fiscal year was $9.232,929. 


HAW AIIAN RESOURCES. 
Consul Furneanx Gives Some Interesting; 
Facts and Flgrures. 
W ashington, October 31st—Charles Fnr- 
neaux. Consul at Hilo, Hawaii.reports that 
Hawaii (of which Hilo is the principal 
port), containing an area of 2.500,000 
acres, has large tracts of unoccupied lands 
well suited to the culture of coffee, ban­ 
anas, papays, pine apples, watermelons and 
other tropical fruits, that would admit of 
transportation to the United States, where 
they would undoubtedly find a market. 
He declared that the exports to the United 
States for the year ending June 30, 1890, 
were valued as $964,342 74. 
He says: “Sugar being the leading article 
for expurt. I herewith submit a statement 
showing the increase in quantity and valne 
over the preceding year. In 1890 there 
were 18,325 398 ponnds. valued at $95 950,­ 
046: in 1889. 11,733,925 ponnds, vained at 
$66 331,885. Increase in quantity, 5,591,­ 
473 pounds, valued at $29.627,16Í. In re­ 
gard to the above statement concerning 
sugar, it may be of interest to the Depart­ 
ment to know that there are eight sugar 
plantations located in this district, yield­ 
ing this 9ea?on (approximately) 58 500,000 
pounds, or about one-fourth of the crop of 
the Hawaiian Islands. Only two of these 


plantations ship their sngar direct. The 
remaining six ship by way of Honolulu." 


LEAD ORE. 
A New O rder Concerning Shipm ents 
from Mexico. 
N ew Y o r k , October 31st—The Post's 
Washington special says : From the South­ 
west complaints are still coming of tbe 
policy of the Treasurer toward lead ore. 
which is playing havoc with the labor in­ 
terest in tbe Rio Gracde country. Silver 
lead ores which formerly came in from 
Mexico and were melted on onr side of the 
border by American workmen, will, to a 
large extent, be melted hereafter in Mexico, 
and sent into the United States iu crude 
bullion form, which costs less for trans­ 
portation and Mexican workmen will be 
the gainers, for tbe price of lead in onr 
market is now so high tbat shipments from 
Mexico continue. 
REMEDYING THE EVIL. 
W a s h in g to n , October 31st.—The Treas­ 
ury Department has issued an order to the 
Collector of Customs at El Paso, Texas, in­ 
structing him to levy a duty of 11 cents per 
pound on the entire weight of ores from 
Mexico of which lead is the chief compo­ 
nent part, instead of the actual weight of 
lead in ores, as has been the practice here­ 
tofore. 
SACRAMENTOS PUBLIC BUILDING 
Changes are to be Made la the Founda­ 
tions. 
W a s h in g to n , October 31st.—The much- 
vexed question of tbe San Francisco public 
site, remains undecided. Another confi-r- 
ence will not be bad until Attorney-Gen­ 
eral Miller returns to Washington. 
Supervising Architect Wiinlrim, of tbe 
Treasury Department, says that, in view of 
the fact that the Sacramento site has been 
found to be “soft ground,” and not capable 
of sustaining so great a weight as tbe pro­ 
posed building will be, it has been decided 
to adopt engineer Lyman Bridges’ recom­ 
mendation, who was sent from Angel 
Island to examine the Sacramento site. 
Instead of “piling” as some favor, he recom­ 
mends what is called "cement gravel,” that 
is to say two foot Jjyer of gravel and one 
foot of cement on which the foundation of 
the building will rest. 
D epartm ent of the P latte. 
W a s h in g to n , October 31st—In his an" 
nual report upon the operations of the 
army Department of the Platte, Brigadier- 
General Brooke says that practice marches 
during the year were beneficial, and the 
miDgliDg of tbe national guard and the 
regular army accomplished good results. 
There has been a falling off in trials by 
court-martial, both general and garrison, 
bat General Brooke sav9 it is impossible to 
determine at this early date whether or not 
this is owing to the recent activity of the 
authorities in behalf of enlisted men or the 
normal situation incident to the service. 
Now Leads the W orld. 
W a s h in g to n , October 31st.—The pre­ 
liminary report of the Census Bureau 
shows that the total productiap of steel in 
the United State9 duringr the last fiscal 
year was 4,466,926 tons, compared with 
1.145,711 tons during the year ended May 
31, 1880, an increase of 3,321.215 tons, or 
290 per cent. There has been a like heavy 
increase in ail varieties of steel production, 
and :he United States now leads all other 
countries in the manufacture of Bessemer 
steel rails, the output for the past fiscal 
year being 2,036 634 tons, an increase of 
1.295,179 tons over the vear ended May 31, 
1889. 
O ctober's Coinage. 
W a s h in g to n , October 31st —There were 
executed at the United States mints for 
October 73,000 double eagles, 5,000 eagles, 
25.000 half-eagles, 3,360 000 standard dol­ 
lars. 2 650,000 dimes, 984,000 nickels and 
972.000 one-cent pieces. 
Money for the Nan Francisco. 
W a s h in g to n , October 31st —The Secre 
tary of the Navy this afternoon ordered 
the payment of the reserve fund on the 
cruiser San Francisco, amounting to $38,­

STANLEY’S REAR GUARD. 
Lieutenant Troup's Testimony as to B art- 
teiot’s Dilatory W ork. 
B osto n, October 31st.—In letters to Henry 
M. Stanley, in relation to the rear guard of 
the Emin relief expedition. Lieutenant 
Troup wrote': “Had Barttelot behaved in 
a sensible manner until your return, de­ 
layed as it was. yon would have found all 
your loads intact, your menaliveand flour­ 
ishing. Having come to the conclusion, as 
he did, that he could not march with the 
men without sacrificing too many loads, 
and haviDg made np his mind to await 
your return in November, he ought 
to have artauged to get 
food for 
his 
men and 
done all 
in 
his 
power to have what you and we all so 
much desired—a prosperous community. 
What do you think of us in the Yambuya, 
with any amount of supplies, cloth, etc, 
and four days from Stanley Falls, where 
plenty of food could have been purchased, 
yet never an effort was made by Major 
Barttelot to help our poor, starving men. 
It is absurd to say TippooTi refused to sup­ 
ply us with food. He was never asked.” 
This letter was written while the latter 
was preparing his book. Stanley took 
Tronp to task for not doing something to 
relieve the command. Troup replied that 
Barttelot wa9 at tbe head of the command 
and to have done anything would have 
been mutiny. Stanley replied that his 
written orders were tbat Barttelot should 
consult Troup in all vital matters. Troup 
says he didn t so uuders'and them. 


CALIFORNIA PRODUCTS. 
Raisins are More Freely Offered in the 
New York M arket. 
N ew Y o r k , October 31st.— California 
loose muscatel raisins have been rather 
more freely offered in this market tbe past 
few days, and prices averaged somewhat 
lower in a number of instances. Brands 
tbat enjoy particular favor appear very 
little affected, if at all, as tDe arrivals of 
tbat class of fruit are nearly all absorbed 
through deliveries now making on back 
orders, but the average quality can un­ 
doubtedly be secured at a concession on 
prices generally asked one week ago. The 
quantity of fruit offering is not very large, 
nor are there any indications of a general 
pressure to sell. London layers of really 
attractive qaality are in moderate supply 
as yet, and bring relatively better prices 
than loose muscatels.

An epidemic of fever prevails in Killar- 
ney.

Australia has undergone a political up­ 
heaval.

The new company formed to plant Ger­ 
man colonies in South and Sonthwest Af­ 
rica. Morocco and Tripoli hopes to divert 
the stream of emigration to America. 
John Rose Troup has fiven out the let­ 
ters which passed betwéen himself and 
Stanley regarding the rear guard. These 
are the letters he refused to modify at 
Stanley's request. They kre in line with 
Troup’s statements already made. 
A prominent member of the New York 
Coffee Exchange says regarding the adopted 
proposition to re-enlist sugar options on 
the exchange, that it is probable the scope 
of delivery sugars will be greatly widened, 
so as to admit sugars of high "grade and 
light color excluded under the old tariff. 
At Amesbniy. Mass., an ex-Catholic 
priest, Thomas P. Lavder, announced that 
he would lecture on "Romanism.” On his 
way to the hall he was mobbed, stoned and 
seriously hurt, but bloodstained he mounted 
the platform and delivered his lecture. The 
city is greatly excited and serious trouble is 
feared.

Senator Stanford Given a Reception 
at Tulare —M inister Gowey W ill 
Not Go to Tokio—Etc. 
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TERRIBLE TRAGEDY. 
A Mao K ills Ilia W ife’s B rothers W hile 
They Sleep. 
W e s tp o r t, October 31st.—Jesse Vann, 
who lett here this morning for Eel river 
with a band of horses, suddenly returned 
with the startling intelligence tbat his 
brothers, Charles and Matthew, had been 
shot and killed by their brother-in-law, 
Frank Mason, near the latter's house, 
about two miles from this place. 
The particulars, as near as couid be 
gleaned from Mrs. Mason, are as follows: 
Charles and Matthew were staying with 
tbe Mason9 for a few days. At the supper 
table 1-st night Matthew passed the bread 
to Mason, who, taking it aDd after tasting 
it, put it away from him, refusing to eat 
any more of it. Mason told his wife to put 
the bread away, saying it was not fit to eat. 
After the Vann boys went out of the house 
Mason told his wife that Matthew had put 
something on the bread to poison him so 
that they could get tbe money from the 
Workmen, he (Masonl being a member of 
that Order. 
Nothing more was said about it that 
night, and about 5 o’clock this morning 
Mason got up, dressed himself, took his 
gun and started to go out, when his wife 
asked him where he was going. 
Mason said be was going out. 
She said: “What are you going to do ? I 
think you are up to something.” 
He answered : “Never mind I am all 
right.” 
He then went out, closing the door after 
him, and his wife thinking something was 
wrong got up and went to the window, just 
as two shots were fired a short distance irom 
the house. 
A moment after Mason came back to the 
side of the house, but did not go in. 
His wife beard him throw some cart­ 
ridges into the magazine of his rifle and 
saw him start for the woods. 
She remained in the house until her 
brother Jes'e arrived. She told him wbat 
had occurred, and told him that Charley 
and Matthew were sleeping out doors about 
sixty feet from the house. Jesse went there 
and"found his two brothers cold in death, 
both haviDg been shot through the head. 
Justice Lampkin, of this place, held an 
inqnest, resulting as above. A posse of 
eight or ten determined men are out scour­ 
ing the woods for the murderer, but up to 
this hour nothing has been heard from 
him.Mason has always been a very quiet, in­ 
offensive man, although possessed of a 
very peculiar temperament. No cause can 
be assigned for the terrible deed be has 
committed, a9 he was on good terms with 
his brothers-in-law. The murdered boys 
were held in high esteem by every one, 
and their sad taking off has cast a gloom 
over the entire community. 


SMUGGLED OPIUM. 
Custom s Officers .Make a Large H aul of 
the Drug at Seattle. 
S e a t t l e (Wash.), October 31at.—United 
States Searchers Todd and Woodby to day 
secured 240 five-tael cans of prepared opium 
on the steamer Olympia, which arrived at 
Port Townsend from Victoria, B. C. As 
soon as the steamer arrived at Port Town­ 
send she was boarded by the officers, who 
searched about the vessel for some time. 
Finally they came across a small cupboard 
attached to tbe 9tore-room of the vessel. 
The cupboard being locked they took the 
screws off the door, and discovered the 
drug. The opium was seized and taken to 
the Custom-house. It is valued at $2,40u. 
The crew was searched, and on night- 
watchman Adams was found a key which 
fitted the lock on the store-room. Adams 
was placed under arrest. It is thought 
that large quantities of opium have been 
smuggled in this way lately. 
Crushed by a Log. 
P o r t l a n d , October 31st.—A man named 
Paul Wegert, 40 years of age, living near 
Westport, on the Columbia river, was 
crushed to death Wednesday by a log fall­ 
ing upon him. He was clearing bis claim, 
and had partially sawed off the log, when 
he crawled nnder it to place a skid for it to 
roll on. While there the loe broke off and 
fell on his back, killiDg him instantly. 
The body was brought here and will be 
sent to-morrow to Saginaw, Mich., where 
his family reside. 
Lum ber Mills Burned* 
Ban Jacinto (Cal.), October 31st.—Yes­ 
terday evening the lumber mills and box 
factory of the San Jacinto Lumber Com­ 
pany, eighteen miles from here in the 
mountains, were entirely destroyed by 
fire. Half a million feet of lumber and 
15,000 boxes, ready for shipment, were de­ 
stroyed. The loss will aggregate $35,000. 
The insurance is $9,000. The company 
will rebuild, but will not be ruuniDg lor at 
least two months. 
Sad Accident. 
D elano, October 31st.—Two young men, 
Wallace and Ed. Kay, aged respectively 25 
and 21 years, were killed by an engine 
two miles north of this place this evening. 
They were riding a railway velocipede and 
it being dark did not notice the rapidly 
advancing engine. 
Their bodies were 
found close to the track, little disfigured, 
and the car a few hundred feet further on! 
The bodies have been removed to this 
point, 
Mrs. Stillm an Dead. 
F re s n o , October 31st.—Mrs. J. L. Still­ 
man, wife of the man who killei J. D. 
Fiske, died this morning at the county 
hospital. She has bemoaned the desper­ 
ate act of her husband, and gradually ex­ 
pired from loss of vitality. She leaves 
two small children.

C ontractor M cCudden Indicted. 
San Francisco, October 31st.—The United 
States Grand Jury has indicted ex-State 
Senator James McCudden, the Vallejo con­ 
tractor, on a charge of presenting false 
claims against the Government for the pay­ 
ment of coal delivered at Mare Island Navv 
Yard in April and September, 1889. Bail 
was fixed at $5,000 in each of the two 
charges and was furnished bv McCudden. 
Florence’s Allowance. 
San Francisco, October 31st.—Superior 
Judge Coffey this afternoon made an order 
allowing Florence Blythe, the successful 
claimant to tbe Blythe estate, $300 a month 
from the beginning of the contest to the 
present time, or a total of over $27,000, and 
increased the allowance to $600 a moDth 
from the present time until the final deter­ 
mination of the litigation. 
W ill Not Go To Tokio. 
P o r t l a n d (Or.), October 31st.—A dis­ 
patch from Olympia, Washington, says 
that John F. Gowey, ex-Mayor of this city, 
who was recently appointed United States 
CoDsnl to Tokio, Japan, has sent his 
resignation to the President, on account of 
ill-health.

PORTRAITS OF VICTORIA. 
England’s Queen Was A pp ir, ntly Very 
P retty in H er Girlhood. 
In the room known as the Waterloo 
Chamber, says a letter from London to the 
Philadelphia Telegraph, hangs the full- 
length portrait of George IV. in his coro­ 
nation robes, by Sir Thomas Lawtence. 
Ilia Majesty certainly made a bad king, a 
bad husband and a bad lather, but he 
makes an admirable picture. He knew 
how to “pose” to perfection, how to show 
up the symmetry of his very tandsome 
legs in their snowy silken hose, and how 
to turn his head so as to present the best 
points in his prutile to the spectators. 1 
imagine that the vocation of an artist’s 
modei was what he was best fitted for by­ 
nature. 
In another room there is a full-length 
portrait of Queen Victoria in her royal 
robes, painted soon after her accession to 
the throne, and showing that the grim old 
dowager of the present day was a very- 
charming girl fifty years ago. The pecu­ 
liar sweetness of the large blue eyes, ami 
the pretty, rosy mouth, the bloom and 
freshness of tbe fair young face, and, above 
all, the perfect molding of the arms and 
shoulders, and the graceful neck make a 
most winning image of royal girlhood. 
Had I been Queen Victoria, I think I 
would have imitated the example of one 
of the most beautiful of my female con­ 
temporaries, the Empress Elizabeth, of 
Austria—would have remained content 
with this portrait as my official likeness, 
and never would have sat to any painter 
again. 
But in the Waterloo chamber there is a 
portrait of the Queen painted five years 
ago, which will show to posterity what a 
staid and severe-looking old lady she was, 
in contrast to the grace and sweetness of 
her. youthful likeness. 
There is, how­ 
ever, one quality about the Queen which 
is never lacking, and that is her regal 
bearing. 
She looks “every inch the 
Queen” In her heavy, somber robes that 
she wears to-day, as she doubtless did in 
the crimson velvet and ermine, the white 
satin and jewels of her coronation dress. 


L ibraries and Education. 
One of the most powerful socia 1 forces 
but hitherto largely undeveloped in this 
country, is the library. The tradition that 
it is a collection of books to be supervised 
by a bookworm or a person of literary 
tastes unable otherwise to earn iiis liveli­ 
hood, who will see that the books are kept 
in good condition and not stolen, is rapidly 
disappearing in the presence of the con­ 
viction that a library is a force of the ut­ 
most importance, but which cannot be 
made available except by trained skill and 
special gifts. 
Tbe librarian, properly 
viewed, is a popular teacher. lie must be 
able to ascertain what people wish to read, 
and to furnish them with the books that 
they desire. A library is an instrument 
capable, like a great organ, of responding 
magnificently to the hand of a master, but, 
silent and useless to any other. The 
fundamental qualifications of a librarian 
are knowledge of his instrument and skill 
to touch and play it. But to know a great 
library so as to draw out its value for 
others is an immense task. Yet without 
such knowledge the library is practically 
lost. A book may be asked for, and it may 
be found upon the catalogue and given out 
by a librarian who can do no more. But 
that is not the use of a library. Can the 
librarian tell the student what books he 
really needs for his study, and so save an 
infinite loss of time and labor, and with it 
often the loss of the very object sought by 
study ? 
The revival and regeneration of the 
college in America is part of a general 
fresh movement for higher education with 
all the advantages of modern thought. 
This interest extends to the library, which 
is now becoming an essential part of the 
system of education. In New York the 
law of 1889, which revises and consoli­ 
dates the acts relating to the University 
of the State, makes the State Library, anil 
such other libraries in the State as may 
conform to the requirements of the Re­ 
gents, members of the University, to­ 
gether with the colleges, academies, and 
incorporated schools. Massachusetts pro­ 
vides State aid of counsel and money for 
the establishment of local libraries. The 
Library Association, composed of the most 
eminent librarians in the country, meet­ 
ing annually in different places, has great­ 
ly stimulated the development of the 
library influence by the comparison of 
vlews and experience, and the careful con­ 
sideration of library science in all its vari- 
oua.branches. This year the twelfth an- 
nuai meeting was held at Fabyan’s ia the 
White Mountains. More than two hun­ 
dred and fifty persons attended, from every 
part of the "union, and the proceedings 
were very valuable and instructive. 
The point most clearly and forcibly 
brought forward at the meeting was the 
one we have mentioned—the library not 
as a pleasant reading-room, but as an in­ 
tegral part of the system of national educa­ 
tion. This was the specific subject of a 
paper bv Dr. Harris, the accomplished 
United States Commissioner of Education, 
who treated the library as the college of 
the people, and of another paper by Pro­ 
fessor H. B. Adams, of Johns Hopkins 
University, upon university extension, a 
system blending lectures with the well- 
directed use of books in the library. The 
co-operation of the Trustees of libraries 
was earnestly solicited, and many were 
present. An endowment fund was begun 
among the Trustees for the publication 
and circulation of the papers and pro­ 
ceedings of the association, and the great 
importance of the library school for the 
proper training of librarians was fully 
recognized. In New York it is proposed 
to bring the State Library into active rela­ 
tions with other libraries in the State. 
The willingness and the means to establish 
libraries often precede the ability of 
proper selection of books, convenient ar­ 
rangement, and effective administration. 
All these essential conditions are to be 
provided only by education and experi­ 
ence, and their provision is among the 
most important objects of the library 
school, as well as consideration by the 
Library Association. 
W hat an immense 
benefit" to the people, of New York it 
would be if every community in the State 
desiring to establish a library could re­ 
ceive from the State Library, as is now 
proposed, adequate suggestions upon all 
such points!—Jlai-per's Weekly.

N ew Y o r k , October 31 t —Recent ad­ 
vices from Hngiand state that iiuporlaut 
experiments have been carried on tue [«tat 
week at the army range by Sir W. G Arm­ 
strong, Mitchell & Co. The principal ob­ 
ject of the trial «as a six inch quick-firing 
gun of forty caliber. The length on mount­ 
ing the new design is especially arranged 
to b? suitable fur either me upprr-deck or 
between-deck batteries of cruisers. 
Another feature of the trial was the use 
of new smokeless gunpowder. The pro­ 
gramme began by firing five rounds with a 
charge of Ex E powder and a service pro­ 
jectile, for rapidity. The total time of 
firing these five r uuds was 9ixty-one sec­ 
onds. Five rounds of cardite were fired. 
Ii was found quite fessible to fire with the 
utmost rapidity, and vet on account of the 
smokeless quality if the powder, to aim 
each shot deliberately. The risult was 
tbat out of five snots the target was struck 
four times. 
TURBULENT ELEMENTS. 
Tlie D aring Act of a Young Man R e­ 
w arded W ith D eath. 
St J o h n (N. B.j, October 31st—The 
wildest storm for years struck St. John 
Harbor yesterday. Serious damage was 
done to the breakwater. 
When the storm was at its bight, and 
hundreds watching the waves breaking 
over the railway track, a terrific blast lifted 
Fred. Mundee, agtd 13, from the wharf 
into the sea. 
Fred. Young, aged 17, plunged in to 
rescue Mundee and held him up twenty 
minutes, when the line of the life buoy 
parted and both drifted out into the bay. 
Mundee sans, but Yonug held on for 
almost an hour in the raging sea in sight of 
thousands, who con’d not help him . 
Finally he threw up his arms and went 
down. 
“THE ANGELUi” SOLD AG M S . 
The Fatuous PalntiDg Will Go Back to 
Pang. 
N ew Y o r k , October 3l3t.—Millet's fa­ 
mous picture, "The Angelas,” which was 
sold to the American Art Association of 
this city July 1, 1889. at the auction of the 
Secretan collection in Paris, has been sold 
once more. Negotiations have only just 
been completed in Paris by R Austin 
Piobertson, representing the American Art 
Association. 
It is not known yet exactly who the 
purchaser is, inasmuch as Robertson's ne­ 
gotiations have been carried on with agents. 
The picture has sold this time for 750,000 
francs, as against 553,000 francs paid over a 
year ago by the American Art Association. 
It is conjectured that “The Angelus' when 
returned to Paris will be placed by 
its purchaser in tbe Louvre, but nothing 
definite can be iaio about thiJ until later. 
The picture will remain in this country un­ 
til about the middle of December.

Effects of the M cKinley Bill in Cuba— 
W hat They Say. 
M a d rid , October 31st.—Cuban advices 
report tbat the McKinley law has already 
had a baneful effect on Cuba. Forty of tbe 
smaller tobacco factories have closed and 
a large number of operators are idle. 
Premier Del Castillo announced at the 
Cuuncil of Ministers that there is reason 
to hope that President Harrison would 
agree to modify tbe ariff in favor of Cuba, 
and in view of tne hostility to tbe tariff 
that was beginning to grow in Am * rica, 
the Premier thought Spain would not find 
it difficult to negotiate a new treaty. 
Afriean Reprisals, 
L ondon, October 31st.—Further advicea 
from Zanzibar state that the Sultan of Vitu 
made no serious resistance to the destruc­ 
tion of his capital by the British, but re­ 
treated with his forces to the interior. The 
English force was not large enough to spare 
an effective garrison, and afcer burning the 
town the marines relumed to the Boa- 
dicea. The Sultan, it is reported, has made 
overtures for peace, but is not willing to 
surrender himself to be dealt with for the 
murder of Keuntz’l aud his fellow Ger­ 
mans. 
N etherlands Ring. 
L on d on , October 31st—A dispatch from 
The Hague says: It has transpired that 
statements made regarding the condition 
of the King by the doctors and Ministers 
are untrue. The King s physical health is 
good, but he is suffeiiug irom a mental 
maladv which renders him unfit to govern. 
In other words, he is a lunatic. The state­ 
ments that he is physically ill are made 
simply to delude the public, and explain 
the necessity for the appointment of a Re­ 
gency.

FARM ARO ORCHARD. 


FOOD FOR ANIMALS AND THE PEOPEE 
SELECTION FOE IT. 


Clover for Poultry — Planting a Pear 
Orchard—A South American Farm 
* 
—Useful Farm Notes. 


A Danvers (Mass. I (-orrespondent of the 
A lbany £i„i,‘rotor writes: W e know that 
clover is of great value to the agriculturist 
for fertilizing p u r p o s e s , inasmuch as the 
growing plant stores up in the soil quan­ 
tities of nitrogen independent of that 
which is appropriated for the development 
of its own organism. W e also know that 
clover forms one of the best foods for 
milch cows and dairy cattle, but it is only 
within a comparatively recent period that 
its excellence for all domestic fowls has 
been especially commented upon. Clover 
forms a valuable green food for summer 
feeding, hut I wish now to call principal 
attention to its value for winter feeding, 
when properly preserved. It is found in 
such abundance on most farms that a 
quantity can be laid aside for winter’s use 
without incurring the least expense. To 
secure the best results it is essential to cut 
it when in its most nourishing state, which 
is while in full blossom. 
If preserved 
while yet immature, or allowed to stand 
until it has gone to seed, much of its feed­ 
ing value is lost. 
. . . . 
, 
There are two ways in which it can be 
kepi in good condition for winter use. We 
can make use of some sort of silo or we 
can cure the clover into hay. A good im­ 
mature silo can he made out of a tight 
flour barrel, lined with paper or other ma­ 
terial, to exclude the air as nearly as pos­ 
sible. The clover had better be cut two or 
three inches in length, as it can be laid in 
much more solidly in this shape than if 
packed whole. The barrel should be filled 
to its utmost capacity, and be pressed until 
it will receive no more. Then put on hay 
and a board cover over the whole. Some 
heavy weight will also be serviceable to 
compress the mass. A few barrels put up 
in this wav will furnish an amazing lot of 
fodder that will be highly relished by the 
fowls next winter. 
_ 
_ 
When the clover is to be dried and 
stored as hay, soon after cutting it should 
be put up in small cocks and allowed to 
cure in that form. An ocasional turning 
and airing of the bunches is all that is re­ 
quired. If it be exposed to the full rays 
of the sun, by being’ spread out thinly to 
dry, the leaves will wither and drop off 
long before the stems are dry, and thus 
much of its value will be lost. If the 
quantity is not very large, we like the plan 
of carrying the clover to the barn as soon 
as wilted, and spreading out on a scaffold­ 
ing made of long strips laid parallel to one 
another five or six inches apart. Treated 
in this manner, the clover will retain its 
original green color and make the very 
best of hay. 
Below are a few reasons why clover 
would seem to make one of the best poul­ 
try foods: 
1. Chemical analysis shows that it forms 
of itself alone a fairly well-balanced ra­ 
tion, its nutritive ratio approximating very 
closely to that which is recommended by 
the best authorities on stock feeding. 
2. As it consists largely of nitrogen com­ 
pounds it forms an admirable supplement 
to the ordinary corn rations which form so 
prominent a part of the general food of 
poultry. 
Furthermore this nitrogenous 
matter is of exceeding value for egg pro­ 
duction. 
3. From its mechanical lightness and 
bulkiness, it is calculated to facilitate the 
process of digestion, and produce a more 
perfect assimilation of whatever grain food 
may be fed in connection. Indeed, one of 
the’ chief reasons why so many persons fail 
with poultry is because they confine them 
almost entirely to grain food, which, of it­ 
self is far too'concentrated, and never was 
intended to form the sole food of either 
bird or animal. 
4. Its cheapness of production, with corn 
at §1 25 per bag and other grains in like 
proportion (this being retail price in our 
neighborhood), it is high time to look 
around for something that will in a meas­ 
ure form a substitute. 
Clover will flourish on a great variety of 
soils, and can be grown in large quantities 
at small expense. Those who give it a 
trial next winter. I am sure, will never 
again be without it. 
PLANTING A PEAR ORCHARD. 
A Missouri correspondent inquires how 
far apart pear trees should lie planted 
when standards and dwarfs are set to­ 
gether, what is the best fertilizer (or them 
and how should they ba cultivated. In 
regard to the planting of the standard and 
dwarf together, it is doubtful if there is 
any advantage in it. W hy not let each 
kind form a block by itself? There is no 
saving of room in planting dwarf with 
standard that can be appreciated. The 
dwarf, being lower-branched, occupies the 
ground so close to the standards that no 
room is left to cultivate unless the trees 
are set wide apart. But if it be desired to 
plant them with the standards there 
should be from 10 to 15 feet given to the 
dwarfs and from 20 to 25 feet to the 
standards. Orchards of the latter, when 
alone, will thrive for many years when 20 
feet apart, though 25 feet, or even 30, may 
be given where room is abundant. Trees 
like lots of air and sun on all sides, and 
when not too close they thrive the best. It 
is poor policy to plant but 15 feet, as some 
do, on the plea that room is scarce. The 
result is that a tapering growth is made, 
the lower branches dwindle, and an un­ 
satisfactory orchard is the outcome of it. 
As a rule, it may be said that standards 
require 25 and dwarfs 15 feet. 
In regard to the best fertilizer, there is 
nothing better than a go;d sod turned un­ 
der the previous year. A field which has 
l>een under cultivation for several years 
and lias been well fed is in capital condi­ 
tion for the purposes of an orchard. When 
planting trees it is now the practice of the 
best planters not to put manure directly to 
the rocts, unless thoroughly rotted, and 
then only when well incorporated with the 
soil. When in close contact with the 
roots and not well decayed it has been 
found to cause fungus to germinate about 
them to their injury. But after planting, 
a coating of manure about them, espe­ 
cially if applied about the approach of 
winter, will be found highly beneficial. 
Trees of all kinds grow faster when cul­ 
tivated than when grass or weeds are al­ 
lowed to grow up about them. Crops of 
vegetables or grain may be grown among 
them if well fed, so that the soil remains 
rich in food. Cultivation of the soil makes 
trees grow wonderfully, as, in fact, it does 
all crops. Where such crops are not 
wanted, clean culture should be practiced 
for three or four years, after which grass 
may be permitted to grow, as the shade it 
makes keeps the soil cool, something pear 
trees demand. But when grass grows don’t 
forget that it, too, must not be allowed to 
rob the trees. Give it food enough that 
there will be sufficient for it, as well as for 
the other. In districts where pear blight 
prevails the healthiest trees have been 
those growing in grass. There is not the 
rampant growth that cultivated ones show, 
but it is sturdy and healthy. Fear or­ 
chards in proximity to a market have 
been found very profitable, but not so 
much so where the fruit has had to lie car­ 
ried a long way to sell.—Practical Farmer. 
ANIMAL FOOD. 
The' selection of proper foods for the 
purposes required is not difficult, as the 
scientists who have experimented with a 
view of learning the composition of foods 
have placed the facts before the farmers 
for their guidance, and the farther who 


fails to avail himself of the advantages of 
¿Re knowledge placed within his reach 
cannot practicé 
economy necessary to 
avoid loss or derive thé profit^ so certain 
to accrue to him who uses judgment in 
feeding both his animals and his soli. £ a* 
miliaritv and long practice have taught 
farmers that certain foods excel for cer­ 
tain purposes, but they are unable to desig­ 
nate and select the most appropriate kinds 
under the conditions necessary. 
As the soil requires lime, nitrogen and 
phosphoric acid, so do animals, but in dif­ 
ferent forms. AS certain fertilizers are 
resorted to in order to produce the largest 
yields of wheat, corn, clover, roots or fruit, 
there are also certain foods containing ele­ 
ments, adapted for the purpose, that excel 
in producing the largest yields of milk, 
meat or wool, and II is just as possible to 
feed animals in order to enable them to 
yield products of special kinds as it is to 
induce the soil, by special fertilizers, to 
bring forth luxuriant crops for which the 
selected fertilizer is best adapted. 
To be guided in feeding by the quantity 
of food stored in the barn, and not by its 
kind or quality, may occasion a loss, no 
matter how well filled the barn may be, 
as it is better to sell undesirable foods and 
purchase others. In feeding all animals 
their ages must be considered, and the 
special work to which they are assigned 
must never be overlooked. While the 
cow that is expected to produce largely of 
butter requires a carbonaceous diet, the 
young and growing animal needs a diet 
"rich in the elements that produce muscle 
and bone. Grain which is used as a staple 
article on every farm, gives satis­ 
faction because it produces warmth and 
contains other elements essential to nearly 
all classes of stock, but grain is very de­ 
ficient in lime constituents, and is, there­ 
fore, if fed alone, entirely unsuitable for 
•some animals, such as growing stock, 
females that are used for breeding pur­ 
poses, and cows yielding milk, but for 
fattening stock for market there is no food 
superior to grain. 
A study of the table of feeding values 
will show that clover is rich in lime, and 
also in nitrogen, but the best results are 
derived when digestion is promoted; hence 
the feeding of linseed meal (which is 
rich in nitrogen) and the use of roots, 
ensilage or other succulent food enables 
the farmer to regulate the quantity of food 
in a manner to avoid waste. 
A study of 
the characteristics of each animal, and to 
feed it for the purpose intended bv its 
keeping, permits the farmer to utilize all 
his stores to the best advantage and re­ 
sults.— Philadelphia Record. 
A SOUTH AMERICAN FARM. 
The following is taken from an article 
entitled “Agricultural Chile,” by Theo­ 
dore Child, in Harper's Magazine: 
“Among the many hospitable farms and 
haciendas that I visited, we may take as a 
favorable specimen Señora Isidora Cous- 
ino’s large and beautiful estate at Macul, 
near Santiago, which is rather, perhaps, a 
model farm than a commercial enterprise. 
The whole hacienda comprises 500 cuadras 
irrigated and 700 cuadras of mountain 
land without irrigation. Forty cuadras 
are devoted to vines, which produce over 
350,000 litres a year; a certain portion is 
allotted to raising wheat, barley and oats 
for home consumption; a considerable 
space is laid out as a park, with very fine 
and picturesque ornamental gardens, and 
the rest is given to alfalfa and grazing. 
“The stud farm at Macul is important, 
and the stock consists of imported Clydes­ 
dale, Perdieron, Cleveland, Anglo-Nor­ 
man and thoroughbred racing stock, in­ 
cluding a Yankee trottter, in all about 100 
horses and nearly 200 cows, bred from 
thoroughbred French and English Dur- 
hams. This establishment being rather an 
exceptional one from many points of view, 
you might expect to find the farmers 
treated with the same care as the cattle. 
But no. They receive the usual 65 paper 
cents a day, with food and lodging gratis. 
The lodging consists of rooms in an adobe 
building, with a beaten earth floor, or a 
cane hut plastered over with mud ; while 
the food is composed of a daily ration of 
two pounds of bread in the morning, and 
at midday an unlimited quantity of beans 
cooked in grease. This is all; the laborer 
receives neither tea nor coffee, much less 
wine or beer. 
“The laborers who work permanently on 
the farm all the year round, instead of be­ 
ing lodged in barracks, have a cottage and 
a bit of land, which they are allowed to 
cultivate for their own protit; but in re­ 
turn for this privilege they have to work 
at the rate of 55 cents a day, or furnish a 
substitute. The laborers of this class are 
called ‘inquilinos,’ and are considered to 
be the standby of every farm, because their 
services can always be counted on from 
year’s end to year’s end. Their cottages 
and plots are invariably situated on the 
outskirts of an estate, at intervals one from 
the other, so that, together with their 
families, they form the natural guardians 
and watchmen of the hacienda.” 
CABBAGE TREES. 
One of the most peculiar and most val­ 
uable trees in Florida is the cabbage tree. 
“The tree, in fact, belongs to the palmetto 
family. It grows to a height varying from 
twenty to forty feet, and there is scarcely 
an inch difference in the diameter from 
the roots up to the leaves. The leaves or 
bayonets all grow in a cluster at the top. 
The wood is very porous and extremely 
light; it resembles cork. Its value lies in 
the fact that it is utterly impervious to 
the ravages of salt water and barnacles, 
which quickly destroy all other natural 
woods. Hence, the cabbage tree is much 
sought after for posts and piles for building 
bridges and wharves in salt water. Pine 
piles that are used in building through 
salt water have to he creosoted in order to 
preserve them any length of time, and the 
process is a very expensive one, hut the 
cabbage wood needs no application of any 
sort.”—Mew Orleans Picayune. 
FARM NOTES. 
Cows should he kept from all foul odors 
and not allowed to eat or drink anything 
that will give taint to the milk. 
The farmer who has advanced to the 
point of knowing what he is feeding each 
animal will not long be satisfied with wast­ 
ing good teed on his inferior stock. 
It costs at least two ounces of butter per 
cow before the effect of a bad fright caused 
by a strange dog running, through the 
inilk-yard wears away, says an exchange. 
Milk pails and other vessels for keeping 
milk and cream should be thoroughly 
cleansed—first well washed and scalded 
with boiling water and then aired to keep 
them perfectly sweet. 
The use of poisoned sprays may be car­ 
ried too far. borne insects are as beneficial 
as others are injurious, and, if the sprayer 
has little knowledge of entomology, he 
may destroy as many friends as foes. 
The largest fruit farm in West Virginia 
is the Becker farm, near Harper’s Ferry. 
It contains 5,000 apricot trees, 37,000 peach 
trees, 3,000 plum trees, 5,000 miscellaneous 
fruit trees and 35,000 grape-vines. 
Appetite is promoted by change of food. 
Animals, if kept long on the same diet, get 
“off their feed” and lose flesh. Many ani­ 
mals are capricious in their appetites, at 
best, and these must be carefully looked 
to. 
There never was a field so fertile that it 
could not be injured from excessive crop­ 
ping. Fertilizers are beneficial on rich 
Ian 1 as well as on poor soil. Every crop 
sold carries away the elements of plant 
food. 
Linseed meel is not only a food but a 
medicine. Its use prevents many ills to 
which animals are subject by regulating 
the bowels and promoting digestion. It 
has the advantage of being at least harm­ 
less whether benefit is derived or not. 
By using a thermometer when you churn 
you may perform the work in a short 
time, but to attempt to churn without 
knowing the temperature is to sometimes 
work an hour. A single churning will 


pay for the thermometer if yon do not use 
one.It is recommended in one of our ex­ 
changes to bathe a cow’s teats in hot water 
when the cow attempts to hold np her 
milk. It is claimed that the muscles 
»*e related and the cow is powerless. It 
is a simple re m ^ ; W9fth> of trial at 
least. 
More public tests of milk and butter 
cows should be made at our fairs. If 
nothing more is accomplished 1’nan attract­ 
ing the interest of the public in the com­ 
petitive trials ‘t'nat alone will be a great 
poiru gained by the breeders of thorough­ 
breds. 
The proper way to apply manure to the 
land is not to spread it on a hard surface, 
as the rains may wash away the best por­ 
tions, but to loosen the top soil either with 
the plow, cultivator or pulverizer, and 
the soluble matter will then go down in­ 
stead of flow off. 
It will pay to pack butter when it is 
cheap, provided there is a good tub to 
put it in and a good place to keep it. A 
damp or a hot place will not do. The 
store-room must be dry, sweet and cool. 
Cover with damp salt and a cloth. This 
will make a paste. 
The kind of food the pigs are often 
compelled to eat does not conduce to their 
health. The supposition that slop must 
he put in a barrel, there to ferment and 
become filthy, and possess an intolerable 
odor in order to become fit for the pigs, is 
a mi-taken one. Healthy pork can only 
be produced from sound, clean food. 
Those who are planting asparagus beds 
to last twenty-five to fifty years had beteer 
plant further apart than usually recom­ 
mended. For garden culture plant in 
rows four feet apart, and three feet apart 
in the row; in growing for market by 
field culture, plant four to five feet apart 
both ways, aud cultivate both ways. 
Clover hay, cut fine, and cooked, or 
steeped in boiling water, makes an excel­ 
lent change of food for brood sows or for 
cows that have recently calved. It is also 
excellent for young stock of all kinds. If 
slightly seasoned with salt, and a small 
quantity of bran and cornmeal added to 
it, it will provide nearly a complete food. 
Cleanliness in the stable is more im­ 
portant than cleanliness in the dairy. 
Many cows are milked with the manure 
covering their sides, and often the udders 
are filthy. The udders and teats should 
always be washed and wiped dry with a 
clean towel, and the hands of the milker 
should also be treated in the same man­ 
ner. By so doing much of the soluble 
filth that goes into the milk will be 
avoided. 
The amount of water that tails upon ex­ 
posed manure during the winter is very 
large, and as it passes through the heap it 
carries oil all matter that is soluble, leav­ 
ing a large pile of material containing but 
little nutrition for plants, but which costs 
just as much to haul as that which is more 
valuable. A cheap shed, or covering of 
any kind (even if only of boards laid on 
the heap), will save more than the cost of 
protecting the heap. 
A Kansas paper tells of a farmer who 
wanted to dig a well in a neighborhood 
where others had, in some instances, dug 
two hundred feet without finding water. 
He planted the field in which he wished 
to dig with oats. Every day he watched 
the oats, observing the spots that showed 
the greatest moisture. Finally he selected 
a spot and sank a well. At twenty-four 
feet he had a fine stream of water. It is 
said to he the best well in the countv.

The Partisan Term “Loco-Foco.” 
In New York City in 1835, as has often 
been the case since, the Democratic party 
has been divided into factions, one of 
which was called the Monopolists and 
the other the anti-Mooopolists, the di­ 
vision being on the question of bank- 
charters, the former faction favoring char­ 
ters. A Monopolist was selected as a can­ 
didate for Congress by the Tammany 
nominating committee, but the practice of 
the day required his ratification by all 
shades of the party before he became the 
regular candidate. Each faction desired 
to control the meeting held for this pur­ 
pose, which was in Tammany Hall. In 
the tumult whieh ensued over the organiza­ 
tion of the meeting some Monopolist 
turned ofl the gas and left the room in 
darkness. 
The “antis,” however, were 
prepared for this emergency, and drew 
candles out of their pockets, lit them 
with loco-foco matches and obtained suffi­ 
cient control of the meeting to dictate the 
choice of its Chairman, although the Mo­ 
nopolists secured the ratification for their 
Congressional candidate. The Whigs, as a 
consequence, called the New York City 
Democracy the Loco-foco party, and the 
term a few years later was extended to the 
Democratic organization throughout the 
country.—St. Louis Olobe-Democrat.

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A BALLAD OF THE \FEBE-WOLF. 


Methought I saw a thousand fear'ul wrecks: 
A thousand men that fishes guaw’d upon; 
Wedges of gold, great anchors, heaps of pearl, 
Inestimable s tones, unvalued jewels, 
All scattered in the bottom of the sea. 
The above lines are from Clarence’s 
dream in Richard III., and were first pub­ 
lished about 300 years ago. They form a 
theme on which many a vivid tale of ship­ 
wreck might be written. Few of us, says 
CasselFs Magazine, can form the smallest 
conception of the vastness of the treasures 
which the sea has entombed. Public opin­ 
ion has, however, been recently called to 
the subject by the successful floating of a 
company formed for the purpose of recov­ 
ering treasure of two French ships, one 
L’Orient, a line-of-battle ship, blown up 
by Nelson at the battle of the Nile, and 
the other, the Maza Mundo, a large trans­ 
port, both wrecks sunk in Aboukir Bay. 
The result of this adventure is being 
watched with deep interest, and, if success­ 
ful, will assuredly lead to many similar ex­ 
peditions. It seems, therefore, a conveni­ 
ent opportunity for drawing attention to 
some curious particulars concerning the 
recovery of specie and other valuables lest 
at sea by battle, fire or tempest, together 
with some instances in which money has 
been left to the next-of-kin of persons be­ 
lieved to have been lost at sea. 
The first of the two ships above referred 
to (L’Orient) is stated to have had on 
board specie of the value of no less than 
£600,000, besides other treasure, the spoil 
of a raid on a Roman Catholic cathedral 
at Valetta, and an immense quantity of 
other valuables. The vessel had been dis­ 
patched with money to Bonaparte to pay 
the arrears due to the French army. In 
some recent experiments an officer’s sword 
and several other articles were recovered 
from the deck. A more important, and far 
more curious recovery was the finding of 
two boxes of rough diamonds in the 
stomach of an enormous swm’dtish that so 
annoyed the divers at work on the wreck­ 
age that it was killed. An interesting fact 
connected with the history of the wrecked 
vessel is found in the presentation of a 
coffin made from the L'Orient’s mainmast 
to Lord Nelson, his pleasure and accept­ 
ance, and burial in it after death. 
A parallel case to L’Orient is that of the 
Lutine, a war ship of thirty-two guns, 
wrecked off the coast of Holland in 1799. 
This vessel sailed from the Yarmouth Roads 
on October 9th of that year with an im 
mense quantity of treasure for the Texel. 
In the course of the day it came on to 
blow a heavy gale; the vessel was lost 
and went to pieces. Salving operations 
during months resulted in the recovery of 
£80,000 in specie. 
In 1814 further attempts were made to 
get at the wreck, which had become deep­ 
ly imbedded in the sand, but with very- 
indifferent success—the result of seven 
years’ toil (1814-1821)—being the recov­ 
ery of only a few pieces of silver. In 1822 
several thousand pounds were spent in 
diving operations, but the result was abso­ 
lutely nil. Next, Lloyd’s appeared on the 
scene, and, and, after much negotiation, 
the Dutch Government agreed to hand 
over half of any further salvage recovered 
to Llyod’s. From 1822-to 1857 spasmodic 
efforts were made to fish up further specie, 
but the result was merely anxiety and 
vexation of spirit to these engaged in the 
venture. 
In 1857 a further agreement 
was entered into between the Dutch Gov­ 
ernment and Lloyd’s, and from 1857 to 
1861 (sixty years after the wreck took 
place) great good fortune attended the 
efforts of the searchers, about £25,000 be­ 
ing the amount of Lloyd’s share. Some 
interesting relics were also found, includ­ 
ing part of the ship’s rudder and her bell. 
In 1871 the Society of Lloyd’s obtained 
a special act of Parliament for the purpose 
(among other things) of applying the said 
sum of £25,000 towards further salving 
operations. These efforts seem to have been 
further successful, for only two years ago 
a gun was salved and presented to the city 
corporation. It is predicted that should 
the bed of sand now covering the wreck he 
shifted in a storm, the salving operations 
could be continued much more success 
fully. 
Another remarkable case of recovery of 
specie is recorded in 1806, when sixty-two 
chests of dollars, of the value of about 
£70,000, were fished up by means of a div­ 
ing-bell from the Abergavenny, sunk some 
years previously at Weymouth. The close 
of the last century seems to have been 
very prolific in wrecks. Here is another 
instance: The British frigate De Brook, 
lost in a storm off" Lewes, in the United 
States, in 1798, is stated to have had on 
board no less than $52,000,000 worth of 
specie and jewels, taken from an inter­ 
cepted Spanish fleet while on her way to 
Halifax, and with it were also taken 200 
prisoners. The latter were in irons on the 
lower decks when the vessel foundered, 
and all were lost. 
Many year afterwards 
(in 1881) search was being actively prose­ 
cuted by a diving company for the purpose 
of recovering this specie, the result of 
which has not yet been chronicled. 
It would scarcely he believed that val­ 
uables have been discovered nearly 250 
years from the date of the wreck, but 
nevertheless it is recorded that the good 
ship Ilarleem, which was driven ashore in 
Table Bar, in May, 1648, and became a 
total wreck, had on board many cases full 
of curiosities and antiquities for sale to 
European museums. 
These cases con­ 
tained idols, rare china, glass, silver, etc. 
As lately as 1883 salving operations were 
rewarded by the recovery of several of 
these articles. The china was not at all 
injured by having been 225 years under 
the sea, but the silver articles had suffered 
considerably. 
Another very notable case—not only for 
the amount of treasure on board, but also 
for the big ‘windfall’ for the salvors—is 
that of the Thetis, a British frigate, 
wrecked off the coast of Brazil in 1830, 
with £162,000 in bullion on board. 
The 
hull went to pieces, leaving the treasure at 
the botton of five or six fathoms of water. 
The Admiral of the Brazil station and the 
captains and crews of fcur sloops of war 
were engaged for eighteen months in re­ 
covering the treasure. The service was 
attended with great skill, labor and 
dauger, and four lives were lost. 
A good 
deal of litigation was the result, as dis­ 
putes arose between the parties as to the 
amount of reward for salvors. 
The Court 
of Admiralty awarded £17,000; the Privy 
Council £29,000, and £25,800 for expenses. 
In the reign of James II. a very success­ 
ful salving expedition took place. A rich 
Spanish vessel, which had been lost on the 
coast of South America, rewarded her 
salvors with no less than £300,000, stated 
to have been forty-four years at the bottom 
of the sea. A medal was struck in honor 
of this event in 1687. 
One of the most recent cases of success­ 
ful salving operations is that of the Span­ 
ish mail steamer Alfonso XII., bound from 
Cadiz to Havana, in February, 1885, and 
sunk oft' Point Gando, Grand Canary, in 
twenty-five fathoms of water. She had on 
board’ treasure valued at £100,000. The 
underwriters who had insured the vessel 
organized a salving expedition, which was 
dispatched to the scene of the wreck in the 
following May. It is reported that a few 
months later most of the specie was re­ 
covered. 
Two other remarkable cases of money or 
valuables having been recovered deserve a 
passing notice. The first, that of the find-

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SOOTH AMERICAN SEA POSTS. 


LANDING PASSENGERS IN THE ‘ 
AMID RAGING BILLOWS. 
‘TUB’ 


A Tale o f the C onfessional—G hos's 


A bortive Enterprises—The Late 


H enry Meiggs.

O f f C oast o f P e r o , Julv, 1S90. 
Possibly the worst harbor on the whole 
coast of South America is Moliendo, the 
•one port of Southern Peru, where wild 
waves are always dashing against a rocky 
promontory and an open roadstead gives 
no sort of protection from wind or weather. 
An old sea-captain aptly described it when 
lie said, “The harbor of Moliendo is en­ 
tered as soon as the ship turns Cape H orn.” 
Islay, a few miles farther down, used to be 
the port and a very much better one than 
this; but by some wire-pulling in the 
Peruvian Congress on the part of those 
interested hereabouts, the railroad term i­ 
nus was made at Moliendo (pronounced 
Mole-yeu-do) and of course the port must 
meet it. 
Losses of cargo are not uncommon here 
and sometimes of human life. 
Often ves­ 
sels cannot land passengers at all, but are 
compelled to carry them on to the next 
port above or below, leaving them to make 
their way back to Moliendo at a more con­ 
venient season. 
Not infreqmently what is 
called the “tub” is brought into requisi­ 
tion, by which to hoist people from the 
steamer's deck into the small boat waiting 
below, when the billows are too boisterous 
to risk going down over the side by the lad­ 
der as usual, or in which to haul them up 
over the cliff when arrived near Moliendo, 
if the surf will not permit approach to the 
stairs tnat lead to the top of the rocky 
promontory. 
The “ tub” is really a barrel with a tiny 
seat inside of it and a section of one side 
cut out about half way down. 
This rude 
contrivance is suspended securely from a 
crane which hoists it high in air, spins it 
round and round and finally dumps it' 
down on the spot desired or as near thereto 
as it happens .o hit. 
Generally two per­ 
sons get in at once, a woman or child oc­ 
cupying the seat and a man standing in 
front with his back to the opening, he 
clinging for dear life to the ropes and she 
clinging to him. 
At first sight it looks 
fearful to see people swung out in th at 
m anner over a raging sea, knowing that 
the smallest accident would mean inevita­ 
ble death, and the strongest man trembles 
in his boots as his turn approaches. But it 
is really safer and infinitely to be pre­ 
ferred, "as I have learned from various 
moist experiences, to braving a drenching 
in the stormy surf, or the danger of m ak­ 
ing a mis-step at the slippery stairs or lad­ 
der, which must be seized and mounted 
the very instant the frail boat is tossed 
high up on the breast of a billow, not to 
mention the peril of being dashed to pieces 
against it or of being sucked under the 
great steamer as she tugs and strains at 
her anchor. 
There is not much to be seen in Mol­ 
iendo. 
The principal objects of interest 
are the great tanks that supply the place 
with fresh water, fed from the eighty-five- 
mile-long iron pipe that starts from the 
neighborhood 
of 
Arequipa, 7,000 feet 
above sea-level. 
These tanks are large 
enough to contain snflicieut water to last 
for several days, should any accident occur 
to the aqueduct, and the latter is capable 
of discharging no less than 430,000 gallons 
in every twenty-four hours. 
There are 
two hotels, between which it is difficult to 
decide their rival demerits, both being bad 
beyond compare and ludicrously expensive. 
A long line of steamship and railway of­ 
fices extends around two sides of the dusty 
plaza, in whose center is a small spot of 
green and a pretty fountain. There are 
some pleasant-looking cottages, occupied 
by the employes and their families, besides 
th e usual quota of los pobres living in h u ts; 
also a great uumber of saloons in propor­ 
tion to the scanty population, dirt unlim ­ 
ited and fleas and flies whose names are 
legion. 
Y et this is the fashionable water­ 
ing-place of Southern Peru, crowded d u r­ 
ing a certain season of the year with the 
o rne rfe la creme in search of health and 
pleasure. 
One morning I climbed a steep hill, 
ankle-deep in dust, every grain holding 
its active Ilea, to inspect Mollendo’s big 
church. 
Another example of how “dis­ 
tance lends enchantm ent to the view.” 
The planks that compose its 
wooden 
sides 
are 
not over-lapping, 
as 
clap­ 
boards are put on at the North, and the 
whole is roofed with corrugated tin ; no 
lath, no plaster, merely an empty shell, 
but very extensive, painted white out­ 
side and with two pretentious towers, 
also made of wood, which add greatly to 
its imposing appearance when 
viewed 
from afar. 
Inside were miles of paper 
roses twined around the pillars, festooned 
in 
wreath^ upon the walls, and sus­ 
pended from the bare rafters, the relicts, 
probably, of festivities that marked the 
recent “M onth of Mary;” and among the 
usual gaudy images were many manta- 
wearing women 
on 
their knees, each 
aw aiting her turn at the confessional 
window 
Speaking of the confessional reminds 
me of the revelation of a Catholic friend 
in Peru. 
“I know not how the truth may be ; 
I tell the tale as twas told to me.” 
As evervbody knows, the altar of peni­ 
tence is a small wooden box placed in 
some dark corner of the church, with a 
chair inside for the holy Father, and a 
curtain in front hidiug him from view, 
while he can with ea-e overlook the con­ 
gregation. 
A t one side of the box is a 
little window, covered with jierforated 
mg 
red 
h which he 
confidences 
tin or wire netting, throuj 
may hear all the whisi 
of "those kneeling outside, and may con­ 
verse w ith the penitent if she listens at­ 
tentively, without being overheard by 
anybody else. 
Beneath the window is a 
wooden 
stool about six 
inches 
high, 
called the "Tablilla," over which each 
woman throws the bit of carpet or square 
of fur, which she always carries to church, 
and in a kneeling attitude, with lips 
close to the Father's ear on the other 
side of the aperture, discloses the inmost 
secrets of her heart. 
I doubt if so many devout females could 
be found ir any other country. In all parts 
of South America, no m atter how inclem­ 
ent the weather, every one of the numerous 
churches is visited by scores of women 
every day in the year, who consider it their 
most blessed privilege to perform devotions 
before breakfast. 
A t half past 5 o’clock 
in the morning, rain or shine, the bells 
ring out their invitations to early mass and 
never in vain. 
Confessions, as a rule, are 


in the pious contention. The priest can 
not be ignorant of what is going on; but it 
is said that the more arduous the strug rie 
and numerous the combatants, the greater 
is his inward satisfaction, as evidencing the 
religious fervor of the beatas and his own 
popularity among them. 
The railroad house, which through -the 
courtesy of the company was placed at our 
disposal during the few 
days we were 
obliged to wait in Moliendo for the south­ 
ward-going steamer, is a neat frame cot­ 
tage, inclosing a central garden and sur­ 
rounded by blossoming trees and shrubs. 
It occupies a charming site on an eminence 
overlooking the little plaza and command­ 
ing a semi-circular expanse of “ocean 
blue,” while from its rose-wreathed veran­ 
das and flowery patio the melancholy music 
of the breakers sounds forever in one’s ears. 
The pretty casa, however, which for sev­ 
eral years has been inhabited only by a 
middle-aged man servant, has a history 
strange as sad. 
It was built by John 
Thorndyke, the railroad man from Boston, 
when at the hight of his power in these 
parts, and was designed for his own occu­ 
pancy. 
In the great dining-room are 
handsome sideboards and elegant table 
service; the drawing-room and numerous 
sleeping apartments are large, airy and 
well-appointed, and all the windows open, 
French fashion, to the floor of the encom­ 
passing verandas. 
Though so long d e ­ 
serted, everything is kept as spotlessly 
clean as on board a man-of-war, for the 
old servant who has been in charge so 
many years still looks confidently for the 
return of “Don Juan,” as he affectionately 
calls his former master. 
The latter, who 
always took this man with him when he 
lorded it up and down the road, having 
been long ago ousted by some changes of 
railway management, has not been near 
Moliendo for eight years, nor is he likely 
to come again. 
Y et everything is kept 
up as if he were momentarily expected. 
The flower-beds are beautifully cared 
for, the windows polished every day, and 
every inch of veranda and uncarpeted 
floor scrubbed white as snow. 
Meanwhile 
the carpets have faded, and moths have 
riddled the crimson hangings, and I'ather 
Time has been whitening the hair of the 
ancient servitor, but has been unable to 
abate his devotion by one jot or title. 
In 
fact, he has gone daft on the subject of his 
beloved “Don Juan,” and, like a male 
M arianna in the moated grange, is “a­ 
weary” because he cometh not. H is ailing 
wife, who cannot bear the air of Moliendo, 
long since went to live with a married 
daughter in A requipa; hut even her death 
could not tem pt him away for a day, for 
did not the master leave him in charge? 
W hen the Government seized the railroad 
a while ago, and this house among the 
other property, the servant refused to sur­ 
render the keys, and would have defended 
them with his life, if need be. 
Another 
major’domo was put in charge, bnt he stayed 
on, in spite of repeated discharges and 
lack of salary, until, his real m erit being 
understood, he has come to be considered a 
fixture here. 
Nights in this deserted casa, with the 
watchful 
lunatic roving about 
and the 
the roar of the restless ocean sounding 
in one’s ears, are rather gruesome. Ghosts 
of abortive schemes and dead ambitions 
seem prowling around the premises, lurk­ 
ing in the empty rooms and hiding behind 
the moth-eaten hangings. 
On the parlor 
walls are pictures of the Meiggs brothers, 
once the railroad kirgs of Peru, both now 
dead. 
Of H enrv Meiggs, the older and 
more famous brother, everybody has heard, 
for Bret H arte has w ritten about him, 
Mark Twain has used him for a text, and 
for years he was part of the history of this 
country. 
Less than thirty years ago he 
was a partner of Ralston, the California 
banker, and a close friend of Senator 
Sharon, Flood, Mackay, O’Brien and the 
rest of the golden princes whose honors 
dated from the days of ’49. 
Under some 
stress of temptation he committed forgeries 
in San Francisco, and when the crime was 
discovered, one day he calmly rowed out 
into the bay, climbed upon the deck of a 
schooner, purchased her and sailed away 
in search of pastures new. 
H e came to 
Peru, bringing with him much of his 
wealth and all his irresistible energy. 
These he applied to difficulties under 
which this country was struggling, and 
overcame them. 
H e sent back money to 
California to reimburse with good interest 
those who had suffered by his forgeries; 
but he never returned himself, and finally 
died here, one of the richest and most in­ 
fluential men on the western coast. 
Says a recent writer on this subject: 
“L ittle more than a quarter of a century 
ago, an unknown man, a fugitive from jus­ 
tice, arrived from the port of Callao and 
appeared among the Spaniards, much as 
Manco Capac, at once the Adam and the 
Christ of the Incas, appeared to the In ­ 
dians, two thousand years before. 
As the 
mysterious Capac taught those early peo­ 
ple a knowledge of the agricultural and 
mechanical arts, this unknown man taught 
their successors to build railroads, and to­ 
day he stands as their ideal of Yankee en­ 
terprise and 
engineering genius. 
H e 
plunged the Government of Peru into a 
debt that will never be paid, but laid the 
foundation for a system of internal de­ 
velopment that will one day bring wealth 
to the great Republic. 
From Ecuador to 
Patagonia, through Peru, Bolivia and 
Chile, Meiggs’ enterprise extended ; and 
the result is a series of railroads at right 
angles with the coast, connecting the in­ 
terior of the country with the sea ports, 
and giving to the mines in the mountains, 
the nitrate beds, estates and sugar haci­ 
endas easy outlets to the ocean. 
Nearly 
every port on the western side of the con­ 
tinent has its little railway, from twenty 
to 250 miles long. Some of them reach 
the heart of the Andes, and all are arter­ 
ies of commerce, making profitable posses­ 
sions that would otherwise be worthless.” 
From Moliendo to Valparaiso the coast, 
for more than 1,000 miles, is a panorama 
of desolation, a succession of bleak and 
barren cliffs, unrelieved by a patch of 
green. 
On one hand the mighty Pacific 
sweeps its great swells almost around the 
world, as regular “and constant as the 
throbbing of the human pulse, while on 
the other rises the impenetrable Andes, in 
a wall'whose average bight is 15,000 feet, 
some of the snow-topped peaks towering 
22,000 feet above the sea. 
Between the 
ocean and the mountains is a strip of drift­ 
ing sand, varying in width from twenty to 
fifty mile-*, which no river irrigates and 
where rain never falls. 
All the water 
used by the people is taken from the ocean ; 
th at f ir mechanical purposes being used in 
its natural state, to the great detrim ent of 
the machinery, and that for food being 
condensed into steam and thus purged of 
its salt. 
There is not a well or spring in 
all that distance, and drinking water is an 
article of merchandise, like milk or meat, 
costing consumers about seven cents per 
gallon. 
Northward from Moliendo, away up to 
Pisco, one is c o n s t a n t l y w ithin sight of the 
coast, and sometimes hugging it closely. 
The country still preserves its desert as­ 
pect, with "the single interruption of a 


by the Andean snows, emerge from the 
mountains in perennial volume, to be 
speedily drunk up by the thirsty saiidi. 
I t should be understood that while the 
principal chain of South American m ount 
ains, extending from Patagonia to Pana­ 
ma, forming the backbone of the hemi­ 
sphere, connecting with the Sierra Madres 
of Mexico, and further north the Rockies, 
is named the Andeé, the cordilleras are the 
lateral and lower chains that generally run 
parallel tothegreat range. The word sierra, 
in Spanish signifying “saw-teetb,” is used 
to designate the spurs, or irregular lines of 
mountains th at stretch from the Andes 
proper to the cordilleras, or th at push out 
from the latter into the flat Parama, or 
desert. 
_ 
A celebrated professor, who made this 
same journey many years ago, relates his 
first impression of these Andes Lights as 
follows : 
“We look with unspeakable in ­ 
terest toward the great mountain billows 
before us, each succeeding billow higher 
and more mysterious, and wonder what 
marvels of rocks and streams, what remains 
of ancient human greatness they conceal, 
and what will be our own sensations when, 
after days of travel and toil and nights of cold 
and exposure, we shall be swallowed up in 
their unknown recesses. 
In one who had 
w ritten and read much of Peru, and of its 
wise and powerful Inca ruléis, and with 
whom a journey to the centers of its an­ 
cient civilization had been the dreain of a 
lifetime, this standing at the portal of the 
Promised Land, and this realization of a 
wish which before had scarcely dared do 
more than to assume the outline of a hope, 
inspires solemn feelings of awe and re­ 
sponsibility, rather than those of eagerness 
and romance.”

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not made until after mass, and it often haj - small but productive valley called Cañete; 
pens that the number of penitents anxious 
to gain a hearing is so great that the Tab­ 
lilla becomes a m iniature field of battle. 
For this the dear creatures go prepared and 
accept their wounds as part of the i>enance 
for the Lord’s sake. 
Should the priest de­ 
sire to favor some particular laay in the 
kneeling crowd, because of her wealth, cr 
delicate health, or any other reason, by 
beckoning her to come at once to the Tab­ 
lilla ahead of others who had succeeded in 
forcing their way to the front, it would be 
a mistaken act of kindness on his part, if 
so intended; for the envious sisterhood 
would immediately commence warfare on 
the one thus favored, by sly kicks, scratches, 
pinches, even hair-pulling and pricks with 
pins. 
In this holy conflict no quarter is 
given and no consideration shown for one 
another; aud the bruises and scratches re­ 
ceived afford m atter of conversation for the 
day in the diflerent circles of society, ac­ 
cording to the number who have taken part 


while the mountains of the western cordil­ 
lera fill the eastern horizon, and occasion­ 
ally the snowy peaks of the great central 
chain are visible. 
At Pisco a stream of 
the same name comes rushing down to the 
sea, through a valley literally purple with 
grapes. 
Off this valley lie the high and 
rocky islands of Chincha, famous for their 
guano deposits, which, for many years, 
were a source of great wealth to Peru. 
Bevond Pisco the bare and silent hights 
again trend down to the ocean—Lights 
that can hardly be called mountains, as 
they are only the broken ridges of a lofty 
desert plateau, undermined by the sea and 
corroded by ceaseless winds. 
One or two 
small rivers succeed in piercing this ele­ 
vated desert, but their beds are mere can­ 
nons, with no land on either side, and no 
intervals of soil fit for cultivation. 
The 
few towns and villages stand back at the 
foot of the cordilleras, from sixty to one 
hundred miles inland, where streams, fed 


“ From Manger to Throne” is the title of 
a quarto, richly embellished and illustrated 
most profusely, which comes from the Pa­ 
cific Publishing Company, San Francisco.

It is a plain, straightforward, 
vigorously written book, graced by the 
art of a man accustomed to preaching to 
multitudes, and whose penchant pen has 
been used with a freedom and constant 
activity in the magsz nes, reviews and 
newspapers for many years.

In photographing projectiles in motion 
no results of any importance are obtained 
till the velocity of the shot exceeds the* 
of sound.

The shape o f this wave is a 
hyperboloid o f revolution, with the apex 
some distance ?a front of the shot. 
Be­ 
hind the projectile there is a eonical wave 
formed, the angle of which is less the 
greater the velocity. 
One of the points especially noted by 
m ilitary observers during 
th e 
recent 
maneuvers abroad, where smokeless powder 
was used, was that in clear atmosphere, un­ 
obscured by the smoke of battle, all bright 
accouterments were seen at a great dis­ 
tance, thus betraying the positions of the 
various bodies of "troops. 
Dr. Schultze concludes, after a long se­ 
ries of experiments, that beer should not 
be drank out of glass, but that salt-glazed 
stoneware jugs are the best. 
The trouble 
is due to the solubility of glass in beer, 
and as lead is used in the manufacture of 
glass, the beer becomes unwholesome.

H e has exe­ 
cuted the John B right Memorial for M an­ 
chester in Sicilian marble. 
The doughty 
statesman stands erect, one hand loosely at 
his side, the other holding a batch of 
memoranda for a speech at his breast. 
Mr. Joy has made busts of Salisbury and 
General Roberts and 
statues of John 
Laird for Birkenhead and Lord Frederick 
Cavendish, who was so foully murdered at 
Dublin, for Barrow-on-Furness. 
H e has 
made the bust of M atthew Arnold for 
W estminster 
Abbey and the statue of 
Gladstone for London. 
The lion for 
Lowell’s cemetery is a ponderous beast, 
twelve feet long. 
H e is carved of Sicilian 
marble on the cover of a sarcophagus and 
is meant to express sorrow. 
The whole 
monument weighs no less than twenty-two 
tons, the lion alone weighing six. The 
pedestal Is tobe massive and will rest on 
a sloping base. 
The model was discovered 
by the sculptor in a beast in some travel­ 
ing show. 
Mr. Joy has come to America 
to witness the installation of his lion 
tomb, and will rem ain for some months in 
the country.

It is true we are in communication 
w ith the great body of the nation and the 
parent empire from which our race sprung, 
but the communication is not so intim ate 
as to affect m aterially the course of civil- 
zation on its high road to ultim ate destiny. 
T hat we are observed, that we will be re­ 
membered, that our career will be placed 
under the microscopic lens of the analyti­ 
cal historian, is verily believed. 
Above 
and beyond all this, we feel to know that 
we deserve this observation, that the little 
detachm ent of the race now occupying the 
Pacific coast, with a widely uninhabited 
interval between ourselves and the main 
body of civilized life, has genius for gov­ 
ernm ent, for statemanship, for the devel­ 
opment of the great resources of the coun­ 
try, for the upbuilding of great common­ 
wealths, and especially for politics. 
In proof of this, we cite a recent meet­ 
ing between the leading politicians of the 
two great parties in San Francisco. 
The 
particular date of this meeting should not 
be forgotten, since the day on which it oc­ 
curred will form a date period in the his­ 
tory of human liberty and the science of 
self-government. 
It was the 29th day of 
October. 1890, and Chairman Wilson, of the 
Democratic State Central Committee, and 
Chairm an Stump, of the Republican State 
Central Committee, were the principal 
figures in this thrilling historical drama. 
T he occasion was the production of a let­ 
ter alleged to have been written by H enry 
II. M arkham, Republican candidate for 
■Governor, to one Ilalleck, Heilock, H il­ 
lock, or, as some authorities render it, 
Hullock. 
Enough is known of the per­ 
sonality of the party to whom this is writ­ 
ten to justify us in saying that he resided 
a t one time in the State of Wisconsin. 
T he letter itself was an inoffensive look­ 
ing missive, but it contained words preg­ 
nant with tbe germs of social and political 
revolution. 
“I think, Halleck,” said the 
writer, “we may yet make something out 
of those d—d minea. 
I am glad that Irish 
crowd is out, and hope the Chinamen will 
do well.” 
Public opinion had intensified to that 
state of desperation that the committee 
representing the Republican organization 
had offered $1,000 for the original letter 
containing the great words. 
The I)emo- 
cratic committee, determined that the 
great momentous issues of the campaign 
should not be evaded, had with consum­ 
mate detective skill found the original, 
and, after a long and bitter controversy, a 
m eeting had been arranged to present the 
le tter and the evidence of its genuineness. 
The Republican side were seated as the 
Democratic embassy entered the room. In 
the meantime, public feeling was aroused 
to fever heat, reporters of 
the press 
crowded 
the 
room, and 
stenographic 
writers, renowned for their skill, were 
employed by both parties, and occupied 
long tables in the center of the room. 
No 
word spoken at this tremendous meeting 
will be lost. 
“ I have the original letter,” 
said Chairm an Wilson, advancing with 
determ ined mien to a position in front of 
th e Chairman of the Republican Commit­ 
tee. 
“ I demand the reward of one 
thousand dollars offered by your honor­ 
able body.” 
‘‘Leave the letter with me 
until to-morrow morning, ’ said Chairman 
Stum p, with great spirit and determ ina­ 
tion, “ and I will tell you what I will do.’ 
Thereupon the 
Democratic Committee 
slowly withdrew. 
The vast concourse of 
people who thronged about the place gave 
way as the Democratic Committee retired. 
Cassius—11 How many ages hence 
Shall this our lofty scene be acted over 
In states unborn and accents yet un- 
AnownT’ 
Urulus- “ How many times shall Crcsar bleed 
in snii It, 
That now on Pompey’s basis lies along. 
No worthier than the dust?” 
Cassius—" ?o oft as that fhall be, 
So often shall the lot of us be called 
The men that gave their country liberty.” 
In these immortal words has the great 
dram atist embalmed a previous historical 


event, 
T he State scarce slept for feverish ex­ 
citem ent in anticipation of the morrow. 
T he morrow came, October 30, 1890. 
Chairm an Stum p to Chairman W ilson— 


“ W e have examined the letter, and refer 
you to Colonel M arkham.” 
Chairman Wilson to Chairman Stump— 
“ W e hire a special train.” 
Thus do great events crowd upon each 
other, even step in each other’s footstepe. 
We are living, we are dwelling 
In a grand and awful time. 
In an age of ages telling 
To be living is sublime. 


A STUPENDOUS SCHEME. 


Sir N athaniel Barnaby is the author of 
a stupendous marine scheme. 
It has been 
accepted that the era of the building of 
large ships has passed, because great ves­ 
sels are believed to be unmanageable, com­ 
pared to small ones, and because great bulk 
excludes them from all but a few harbors. 
At the recent sitting of the Iron and 
Steel Institute at Pittsburg, Pa., Barnaby’s 
plan was unfolded, that flies in the face of 
the common beliefs of ship constructors. 
H is idea has been expressed in plans he 
has drawn for the British Naval Board. It 
is to build iron and steel craft 1,000 feet 
long and 300 feet wide, to be moved by 
60,000 horse-power. Such vessels, or float­ 
ing islands, he holds could make fifteen 
knots au hour, and thus meet the average 
demand of travelers. 
They would almost 
wholly avoid the motion, the rolling and 
pitching of the craft of to-day, and would 
therefore commend themselves to thou­ 
sands who dread an ocean voyage, with its 
attendant seasickness and close confine­ 
ment. Such great floats would also have 
immense freight capacity, and being con­ 
structed in compartments and enormously 
strong, would better resist the assaults of 
the elements, and because of their carry­ 
ing capacity for goods would lim it greatly 
the necessity for m inv trips and the dis­ 
tribution of cargo among many bottoms, 
which involves greater risk of loss. 
So that Sir Barnaby’s scheme directly 
antagonizes the idea of navigators that 
size is a disadvantage. 
On the contrary, 
if loading and unloading the big ships 
can be accomplished without 
increased 
cost, 
the 
advantage 
of 
the 
large 
ships, 
he 
thinks, 
is 
so 
g reft th at 
there 
is 
scarcely 
any 
lim it 
to 
it. 
The first great disadvantage would be in 
construction, for such a ship as he proposes 
must be built afloat; the second is the dis­ 
charge of cargo, since no such vessel can 
come to any dock. 
The first difficulty can 
be overcome by means well known to sh ip ­ 
builders, and is by no means formidable. 
The second he would meet in this way 
by a novel but very suggestive device. 
W ithin the great ships he would create 
shallow, still water harbors, by adm ittin» 
the sea, so th at low light-draft loaded 
barges always afloat could be carried there, 
and depart through gates on arrival in or 
near port, while fresh ones, ready loaded, 
could enter for the return voyage. 
These subdivisions would serve against 
the spread of fire ; they would do a great 
deal more, for they would enable cargo to 
be stowed in subdivisions exceedingly con­ 
venient for delivery, and thus lessen the 
great cost of breaking cargo and of two 
handlings. 
W hen the lighter fleet is once 
stowed w ithin the great ship, the m iniature 
harbors can be pumped dry, and everything 
secured as solidly as if the lighters were a 
part of the ship. 
Or the m iniature lakes 
can remain, bearing the lighters con­ 
stantly. 
To the objection that such bodies of 
water within the ship as Sir Barnaby sug­ 
gests had better remain, would, by move­ 
ment, tend to unsteady the vessel, the 
Scientific American replies th at such un­ 
steadiness results only when the weight of 
the water approaches that of the basin, 
but where the fluid is but a fraction of the 
weight of the vessel, it has a steadying 
effect. 
All shipmasters know that a loose 
weight moved about violently by the roll­ 
ing of the ship, has a tendency to bring 
her to rest. 
For this very reason, Sir 
Barnaby says, the great ships of the B rit­ 
ish navy are now built w ith water cham­ 
bers above the shot-proof decks. 
But if 
the scheme is correctly based, there will 
be no material rolling or pitching of the 
ship, however tempestuous the sea. 
He does not lim it the size of his floating 
islands to 1,000 by 300 feet, for they can, 
on the principal involved, lie much larger. 
As to exterior assaults upon them , he 
points out that their walls would be built 
so as to be impregnable, and would be 
fortified and garrisoned like a town. 
U n­ 
dismayed by the fate of the Great Eastern, 
Sir Barnaby declares that the new plans 
are feasible, and that we can have upon 
these floating islands marine residence 
more cheaply and desirably than we can 
live in seaside towns. 
It is worthy of remark that Sir Barnaby’s 
plans are received with favor by builders 
and naval engineers, and that no voice 
has as yet been lifted to denounce them 
as chimerical and cranky. 
Objections 
have been raised in plenty, but to all of 
them the inventor has responded in a 
manner that has commanded the respect of 
constructors, and in the main won them 
over. 
Should he be able to bring sufficient 
capital into harmony to undertake the 
construction of one of these m arine mon­ 
sters, the country may, before its closing 
year, witness the demonstration of the 
greatest achievement of man in overcom­ 
ing the opposition of the ocean to his 
utilization of its surface as a highway. 
Such is our faith in the progressive 
spirit of the age and in the belief that 
man will yet navigate the seas on some 
kind of vessels as 1 * rge, safe and comforta­ 
ble as Sir Barnaby proposes, th at we are 
not at all surprised by his proposition—it 
seems to be in keeping with, and not in 
excess of the marvels of the era. 


AN UNFORTUNATE MAN. 


Rev. Thomas M. C. Birmingham is a 
presiding elder of the M ethodist Church 
South. 
H is field is, or was, in the State 
of Arkansas. 
H e recently wrote a l>ook 
entitled “Scriptural Politics the W ay to 
National Salvation.” The Southern M eth­ 
odist Book House at Nashville approved 
and published the very innocent book. 
It 
was generally successful and reached a 
third edition. 
But the Arkansas Democrats did not like 
it, and they proceeded to say so in lan­ 
guage, and accompanied by manifestations, 
that made Mr. Birmingham’s further resi­ 
dence in Arkansas unpleasant, not to say 
dangerous. Unfortunately for the reverend 
gentleman, he lived in the Clayton dis­ 
trict, 
the scene of political tragedies 
and murders. 
Mr. Birmingham, because 


of his book and his fitness, was nominated 
in th at State for Superintendent of Public 
Instruction by the U nited Labor party. 
A t the same time, in response to a generous 
offer, he began to write letters to the 
Philadelphia Press, in which he criticised 
the election methods of his fellow citizens 
of Arkansas very freely, but truthfully. 
Thereupon, 
under 
these 
accumulating 
“offenses,” the Democracy of the Second 
District of that State proceeded to hang 
the Reverend Birm ingham in effigy, and 
shortly after he was notified th at his 
absence was desirable, or, if it could not 
be secured, th at he m ight be sent to travel 
the road poor Clayton trod. 
H e accord­ 
ingly left the State, but, being poor, could 
not take his wife and children with him- 
So Birm ingham is a wanderer w ithout a 
home. 
Y et all this occurred in the United 
States of America, in the year 1890, in a 
country where and at a time when it is 
supposed men are free w ithin the law to 
write and print their views on all matters 
affecting the welfare of the people. 
It 
will astonish readers to learn th at in all 
Mr. Birm ingham has w ritten there is noth­ 
ing nearly so harsh as appears in any one 
of the San Francisco papers a t this time 
concerning the candidates th at such papers 
oppose, or the methods of the bosses that 
they do not approve. 
It is quite evident 
that the beams of enlightenm ent have not 
yet penetrated Arkansas territory, and that 
there is need for the expenditure of some 
missionary energy in th at direction by the 
good people who bewail the ignorance and 
cruelty of the distant heathen. 


STANDING UP FOR ENGLISH IN THE 
SCHOOLS. 


The public school teachers of Illinois 
are em phatic in their indorsement of the 
laws of that State demanding the teach­ 
ing of the English branches in English. 
The Democratic and foreign opposition to 
such laws in Wisconsin has not at all 
frightened the people of the adjoining 
State. 
Indeed, the leading Democratic 
papers of Illinois are just now engaged in 
lashing their brethren of Wisconsin for 
making such consummate asses of them ­ 
selves. 
The Schoolmaster’s Club, which 
is the same as “The State Teacher’s Asso­ 
ciations” in other States, is composed of 
men of all political shades, but they are a 
unit on the Bennett school law issue. They 
say “it ig not a schoolmasters’ question, it 
is a question of the entire State, and all 
the people. 
It is a question as to w hether 
the genius of the American people shall 
dominate in Illinois or th at of a foreign 
spirit. 
The first step in the solution of 
this question on the part of the enemy is 
to challenge the right of the State to con­ 
trol the education of its children; to pose 
in the attitude of religious bigotry and 
thus divert attention from the real issue. 
The man, the paper, that sees the peril, 
the offensive foreignism, the undigested, 
anti-American mass arrayed against the 
schools and the future welfare of the 
State will more wisely serve the State and 
more deeply endear him self to the hearts 
of its people than can now he imagined.” 
It is very pleasant to be able to record 
the fact, that now the more intelligent cit­ 
izens of foreign birth are coming out as 
friends of the law and are denouncing the 
bigoted men who assume th at liberty in 
America means license to do as one pleases 
unrestrained by any authority. 
Even in 
Wisconsin, several thousand naturalized 
citizens have signed a manifesto saying 
th at they have not been, and will not be­ 
come parties to any scheme to break down 
the B ennett law. 
They declare that 
English is the official and recognized lan­ 
guage of the land, and that the children 
must be taught in English th at they may 
be able to read and understand the laws 
of the land. 


THE 
CANADIAN AND 
H IS 
BARLEY. 


Sir John Macdonald having told the 
Canadian people th at under the new tariff 
law of the U nited States th e Canadians 
would have to lose the sum of th e tax per 
bushel—15 cents—some of 
the Demo­ 
cratic papers have started in on this side 
to tell Sir John th at he did not know what 
he was talking about. 
They say: 
“'You 
are wholly mistaken ; for while it is true 
th at if American grown barley sells at $1, 
and the tariff on Canadian barley is l-> 
cents, and the Canadian must pu t up w ith 
85 cents as a result if he sells in the 
United States, yet we can show you that it 
is the American who pays the tax. 
And 
this is how it is, Sir John. 
The American 
consumer has to pay the Canadian grower 
the amount of the duty over and above 
what he would have to pay if there were 
no duty. 
Don’t you see ! 
If the Canadian 
can get $1 a bushel and pay the tax, he 
can sell barley for 85 cents when there is 
no tax ; so the American consumer really 
pays the tariff tax after all.” 
T hat is all very pretty in theory. 
But 
the fact is th at the American pays since 
the tariff precisely w hat he did before the 
tarifl for a bushel of barley—th at is to say, 
$1. 
In other words, the imposition of the 
duty has not increased the price of barley, 
but it has secured for the American grown 
product a home m arket, and to just th at 
extent it has benefited home people all 
around and insured more growing of bar­ 
ley. The grower in the U nited States un­ 
der the new tariff will receive just w hat­ 
ever gain there is in the removal of Cana­ 
dian competition, and th at is an enlarged 
•market. 
If th e price in seasons of varying 
character rises and falls, the profit, w hat­ 
ever it is, will go into the American 
farmer’s pocket, and not cross the line. 
Beer will not be a m ill higher, nor will 
ale or porter advance a solitary cent to the 
consumer, neither will the glasses be re­ 
duced in size. 
I t is a fact th at the Demo­ 
cratic theorists ignore, th at when the 
Canadian farmer with the 15 cents off had 
full opportunity to sell his barley at 85 
cents, he did not do so. 
H e sold for the 
most he could get, and no one blames him 
for it. 
The demand for barley fixed the 
price, and jnst that the Canadian took, and 
the whole of it, as he should have done. 


T h e truth was never better said, or 
more forcibly put than in this trenchant 
passage from the Louisville Couricr-Journal: 
“Fraud, self-seeking and corruption are 
not afraid of men who hold themselves 
aloof from the great contests of politics 
for fear of soiling their raim ent, and 
gather themselves in little coteries to ad­ 
mire one another and lam ent the degen­ 
eracy of the times.” 
There is unfortn- 
1 natelv a considerable class in every com­ 


munity composed of men whe cannot be bet­ 
ter described than as “indifferents.” They 
are the men who do not do political duty 
of any kind, and think him the best citi­ 
zen who withdraws from the work of gov­ 
ernm ent-making and controlling. 
These 
are the men who mourn because of venal­ 
ity and m aladm inistration in office, but 
never assert themselves as units in the 
community th at have the power to shape 
the courses and determine the activity of 
political parties. 
A ll the bad politics 
known to onr system result directly from 
the non-activity of the “indifferents,” the 
people who are too good to take part in a 
primary, too busy with private affairs to 
devote any time to the State of which 
they are integral parts, and the protection 
of which they enjoy. 


T h e Boston Advertiser sent out its re­ 
porters to find out if the charge of the 
Democracy is true that the new tariff hill 
has increased the pricss of necessaries of 
life. 
The entire corps came in and re­ 
ported that there had been no advance in 
the price of beans, and the Advertiser im ­ 
mediately went to press as usual. 
But 
seriously, whenever the exaoiinatión has 
been made fairly it has been found that 
there is no advance in prices of staples. 
But there have been made disclosures of 
rascality, where merchants have put up 
the prices on certain lines of goods, and 
told their patrons th at the new tariff bill 
necessitated it, when the articles referred 
to were listed at precisely the same for 
duties as under the old law. 
In one case 
it was found that a merchant had put up 
the price on goods that actually are free 
listed. 
A Democratic orator recently de 
clared from the platform th at the tariff 
had caused a great rise in the price of 
guns, when in fact there has been no in­ 
crease whatever in the price of American 
guns, and will not be. 
The largest gun 
dealers in the U nited States have w ritten 
a letter to the Inter-Ocean of Chicago testi 
fying to that fact, and in elaborate detail 
explaining why it is so. 
On double-bar­ 
reled breech-loading shotguns of foreign 
make there is an increase of duty. 
This 
is to enable the American manufacturers 
of that class of guns to learn to make 
cheaply, but on all the guns th at our 
artisans have learned to make cheaply the 
new bill reduces the tariff by ten per cent. 


I n q u ir y is made of us concerning the 
much-talked-of tariff’ on tin plate, and in 
exam ining authorities and statistics for 
answer, it is found th at since 1880 there 
have been reductions in the price of iron 
and steel of from 25 to 35 per cent., but 
none at all upon tin plate. 
It is made of 
97 per cent, of iron and 3 per cent, of tin. 
Tin has been all the tim e free of duty, but 
there has not in all that tim e been anv 
lowering of the price of tin plate. 
T hat 
is to say, while we can procure tin free of 
impost, and can mine it at home, and can 
make sheet iron as good as is turned out 
anywhere, we have not entered upon the 
plating of the iron with the tin. 
The tin 
plate has been made m ainly in England, 
and the manufacturers there have im ­ 
ported the tin for the purpose, just as we 
can do, if we choose. 
So we have paid all 
these years money to England th at if we 
had manufactured the article we could 
have kept at home. 
The Republican 
programme is to make the tin plate in 
America and save the output for imported 
tin plate. 


A li. honor to Mamie Conelly of South 
Lowell, Mass. 
Sunday night hearing a 
noise in the house that she believed indi­ 
cated the attem pt of burglars to rob the 
premises, she arose, ami proceeding to her 
father’s library secured a pistol and load­ 
ing it carefully she proceeded to the room 
whence the noise proceeded, and throwing 
open the door covered the burglar with the 
pistol and commanded him to throw up 
his hands. 
H e refused and sprang npon 
the little woman, who fired thrice, putting 
each bullet into a vital part of the th iefs 
body. 
H er father, aroused by the shots, 
came to her aid and tbe accomplice of the 
burglar was found in an upper room and 
arrested. No wonder that all Massachusetts 
is to-day applauding the act of the young 
woman.

hold property become more secure from 
the assaults of thieves.

He is not a man of 
brilliant taleDts, but is one of solid attain­ 
m ents—a genial and social companion and 
a m an easy of approach, but one who can 
not be easily influenced. 
The Republicans had contended that 
Mayor Pond was forced upon the party by 
one man [Bucklev], but the charge was 
false. The Republican press had selected 
J. V. Coleman as the nominee of the Dem­ 
ocratic Convention before the nomination 
was made, and declared him to be Buck­ 
ley’s choice. But Mr. Coleman was not 
nominated, and they transferred the charge 
to Mr. Pond. The latter was the choice of 
the Democracy, and Buckley nor any other 
man could have prevented his nomination. 
Mr. Pond had declared he would not take 
the nomination unless he could do so with­ 
out compromising his honor. The state­ 
ment that Mr. Pond "had to crawl upon 
his belly” to secure the nomination was 
absolutely false. 
Mr. Leake proceeded at 
considerable 
length in the same strain—glorifying the 
character of Mr. Pond and denouncing 
those who assailed him and the alleged 
m anner of his nomination. No man had 
accused Mayor Pond of being unfaithful to 
any trust ever imposed in him . Certain 
pape s that now denounce Mr. Pond as­ 
sisted in making him and Washington 
Bartlett Mayor ofSan Francisco. If Buckiev 
was responsible for their election, he did a 
mighty good job in each case. 
The speaker referred to Mr. Pond’s con­ 
nection with the Oregon wagon road enter­ 
prise, and the charges that he was a fraud­ 
ulent land-grabber, and declared that the 
charges bad been exploded, 
H e bewailed 
the fact that the Chinese question bad been 
dragged into this campaign, and that Mr. 
Pond had been charged witb being a Chi­ 
nese employer—a charge without founda­ 
tion. Mr. Pond is not a Director in any 
company that employs 
Chinese. 
Mr. 
Markham, on the contrary, had been in­ 
terested in a company that did employ 
them, and he seemed to have been proud 
of it. 
Mr. Leake then discussed the “M ark­ 
ham ” letter, ridiculing the efforts of the 
Republicans to prove that it was not genu­ 
ine.

Xli to m yself in connection w ith the ortiee of 
District Attorney, coupled w ith tüe rem ark th at 
I have “gone oh after lalse gods, an d show er 
auathem a upon both the Republican and Dem­ 
ocratic parties,” in Tuesday m orning’s Record- 
Union, justifies mo, I think, in saving a few 
words upon th at subject. 
In the first place, there is no occasiou to in ­ 
stitute a com parison betweeu Mr. Rvau, the 
regular Republican nom inee for that office, and 
myself. 
1 have not heard anyone oppose him 
oil personal grounds. I have known him for 
m auy years, and recognize in him a youug m an 
of more than ordinary promise.

I solemulv and firmly believe 
th at the acknowledged lead*re of both these 
parties thrive by corrupting the elective fran­ 
chise and by selling nom ination to office; th at 
prim ary elections are often carried by fraud, 
frequently by force and violence, and again by 
m assing at the polls large num bers of roughs, 
shoulder-strikers, rounders and gutter stupes, 
fished for the occasion from dives, dens and 
brothe’s of the city, to disgust or iutim idate 
legal and honest voters; that by these m eans, 
and such as these, the "bosses’ secure to be 
chosen num erous delegates to the uomiu&tiug 
conventions who are willing tools (for a consid­ 
eration) of the m anagers, and they are thus 
able to sell, and do sell, nom inations for the 
m ost rtspousible positions to aspiring candi­ 
dates. for coin. This opinion is partly the re­ 
sult of personal observation during 'a good 
m any years, and p art’y the result of reading 
the caustic criticism s iu the R ec o r d -U n io n and 
the * Daiiy Bee” of the political m ethods em ­ 
ployed bv the 
Republican aud Democratic 
parties in this city aud county. 
If it is not true ih*t persons desiring nom i­ 
nations for office iu this city and county, at the

In contem plation of law, there is no distinc­ 
tion in the oflense betweeu the m an who pays 
mouey to be nom inated to office and the m an 
who steals, robs on the highw ay, breaks in 
your house at night, com m its rapé, forgery or 
ass&u it to m urder. 
But through "bossism” and 
m achine politics the result is quite different— 
the m an who buys his nom ination, instead of 
being condem ned as a felon, is frequently 
elected to an hono^ab’e office, while the m an 
who steals or robs is sent to expiate his crim e 
in a felon’s cell. These different results tend to 
utterly confuse the question of right and wrong 
in all but the clearest intellect. 
T his system of politics has been upheld, in­ 
dorsed and encouraged for years by both the 
Democratic and Republican parties. 
No m atter 
how vicious the m ethods used to m ake nom ina­ 
tions, these organizations are every ready to 
w ink at the crim e and r^lly to the support of 
the ticket. For these, and other reasons. I am , 
as you say, no longer of the Republican house­ 
hold of faith. 
The m ovem ent of the citizens of Sacram ento 
in bringing forward au independent ticket is & 
solemn protest against these crim inal and dis­ 
graceful m ethods of the two great political 
parties. 1 am entirely in accord with the peo­ 
ple in this m atter, and shall do w hat I can to 
m ake their effort successful.

HE RECORD-UNION COMES TO THE DE- 
feDsj of the unindorsed candidates on the 
Repuhli -an ticket, and asks in w hat respect are 
the Citizens' candidates preferable.

Dis­ 
trict Attorney and Police Judge are supported 
by the bosses, and th at should they obtain 
th eir offices they w ill have practically received 
them from the h sn d s of those whom the Re­ 
publicans have allowed to usurp the power of 
dealing out uom iuat ons tor city and county 
offices. 
Is it to be suppo ed th at candidates having 
received th eir offices from the hands of the 
boss; s would heartily oppose any of the opera­ 
tions ot the bosses to whom they owe their posi­ 
tions ?

Doe3it not seem then, as though, considering 
all these doubtful propositions, th at it is safer 
to Intrust our governm ent to those known to be 
independent of boss influence, and to avoid 
clianciDg anythin* w ith those whom all the 
signs of the tim es point to directly as being 
eith er under their influence or under such 
obligations as would be hard for them to ignore ?

N e stin g B ir d s a n d S cen t. 
In a former communication I stated 
that a rufied grouse had nested several 
years in sight of my cabin. 
It was this 
grouse that attracted my attention to the 
new feature m natural history. 
My cabin is in the woods, situated on an 
old highway, deserted for a hundred years 
or more. 
South of the cabin is a small 
brook, and just across it a path turns off 
into the woods, and it was near this path 
that the grouse nested. 
Several hundred 
people passed and repassed the nest while 
the bird was hatching out her first brood. 
Many bird dogs accompanied their mas­ 
ters, and I thought it singular th at they 
did not scent the bird. 
The second year I 
tried an experiment. 
The grouse nested 
near the old spot, and I borrowed a bird 
dog of a friend, and while an easterly wind 
blew directly from the bird across the path, 
led the dog to and fro. 
Strange as it may 
appear, the dog did not take the scent. 
Afterward I went to a boulder, the drum ­ 
ming resort of the male grouse, and the 
dog pointed the spot every time he passed 
the rock. 
Thinking that while his sense 
of scent was aroused he m ight notice the 
nesting bird, I tried him once more but 
with the old result. 
The path near which this grouse nests 
is a common highway for skunks in their 
nightly visits to my cabin door yard. 
Racoons also use it when frog-hunting in 
the little brook. 
The old tumble-down 
wail along the deserted highway affords 
weasels, minks and stoats a road through 
the woods, and what seems passing strange 
is th at some one of these keen-scented ani­ 
mals has not ferreted out and destroyed 
the grouse before this. 
I have noticed since I have lived in the 
woods (six years) that often rufied grouse 
nest near paths that are in constant use, 
and usually rear or at least hatch out the 
young. 
I can recall three nests so situated 
this last season which were undisturbed. 
After due and careful consideration of 
the subject I have come to this conclu­ 
sion : T hat it is a change of scent that 
protects the grouse while nesting, and that 
it is an adm irahle provision of nature to 
enable the bird to rear its young and 
propagate its kind.— Forest and Stream.

Paso by 
that officer, and liberated in a willow 
thicket on Arcade creek, close by Superin­ 
tendent Mackey's residence. 
A ll the birds 
appeared to be strong except two of the 
younger ones, which were a little weak 
after their close confinement for several 
days. 
A R ecobd-U siok reporter accompanied 
Mr. 8helby, and several hours were spent 
in noting the manner in which the birds 
acted. 
Although raised in confinement 
—having been hatched out by domestic 
hens—they were very wild, and were ,n° 
sooner given m e. 
. 
------- .^.ey t — 
ited precisely the same characteristics as 
displayed by those bred in the wild state. 
i) a e of the birds, on being turned loose, 
fisw up the creek for a long distance, and 
Fred Gotobed went with bis Gordon setter 
dog to drive the pheasant back to where 
the other birds were. 
The bird hid in the 
long grass, and the dog, catching the scent 
at a considerable distaace, made a stanch 
“point” on the game. The latter lay so 
close that it was approached within three 
feet before it took wing. 
Mr. Shelby states, however, that 
on 
their native heath these pheasants will run 
before man or dog until they strike the 
best cover, and they will lie until kicked 
out of the grass. 
Seven years ago less than 
twenty pairs of pheasants were put out in 
Oregon, and now the country swarms with 
them . 
They raise three and sometimes 
four broods a year. 
As soon as the young 
are able to get about pretty lively they are 
turned over by the hen to the care of the 
rooster, who looks after them while the 
former lays another nest full of egg3 and 
hatches out another fam ily. 
The rearing 
of families seems to be, with the pheasants, 
very much as in the case of the proverbial 
poor man—strictly a matter of Dusiness. 
According to Mr. Shelby's calculations, 
if the five pairs of pheasants now on the 
Haggin grant in this county should meet 
with no ill fortune, the natural increase in 
three years would be about a quarter of a 
m illion, and in five years there would be 
pheasants almost from Siskiyou to San 
Diego. 
The birds are considered a great 
delicacy as food, and readily sell for $1 
each in the market.

H IS FIR ST OFFENSE. 


T h e 
G o v ern o r P a rd o n s a Y oung I n m a te 
o f th e S ta te P riso n . 
The Goveror granted a pardon yesterday 
to Edward C. W aterlow, who was convict­ 
ed of forgery in Santa Clara county in 
March of this year, and sentenced to im ­ 
prisonment for one year. 
The Governor 
gives the following reasons for exercising 
Executive clemency: 
“The facts of W aterlow’s crime are as 
follows: Being out of em ploym ent and 
m oney, and having become som ewhat ad­ 
dicted to the use of intoxicants, he made 
out a fictitious check for $250 and deposited 
it with a saloon-keeper as security for a 
loan of $5. 
The saloon-keeper endeavoring 
to cash the check, discovered its worthless­ 
ness and 
had Waterlow 
arrested 
and 
charged with forgery, and the y o u D g man 
being frightened and not wishing to cause 
any more notoriety than possible, pleaded 
guilty to the oharge, 
"District Attorney Burchard writes as fol­ 
lows: 
‘I believe 1 could not have con­ 
victed him before a iury. 
A misdemeanor 
would have been claimed by a good lawyer, 


a n d a jury might well have accepted such 
a plea. 
H e is quite young, intelligent, and 
bears marks of a good moral culture—bar­ 
ring the act itself,’ 
. 
“ H is parents are well-to-do and highly 
respectable people living in New York City. 
This is the first departure from the path of 
rectitude by any member of the family, 
and the mother is nearly crazed with grief 
by her son’s disgrace.”

INSTRUCTIONS TO SERGEANT BARWICK. 
W a s h in g t o n , October 25th. 
The Observer, Signal Service, Sacramento, Cat.— 
S ir : I am directed by the Chief Signal Officer 
to inclose herew ith a copy of a letter dated Oc­ 
tober 9.1590, in which he directs th at the ac­ 
countability for Signal Service property in the 
hands of voluntary observers throughout Cali­ 
fornia be vested m you. 
The Observer oi this service at San Francisco, 
Cal., has this day been instructed to invoice to 
you such propeity as he m ay be accountable 
for. His invoices shou d be accom panied by 
m em orandum receipts of the voluntary ob­ 
servers, and bonds, w henever he may have the 
latter on file. As a rule, however, the bonds 
are filed at this office. 
Please receipt to him for all property satisfac­ 
torily accounted for, by m em orandum receipt 
or otherwise. 
You w ill also request the voluntary observers 
to forward to you their sem i-annual return of 
property, form No. 26 E, a supply of which has 
been sent to you. 
The inclosed circulars w ill give you an idea 
of the policy of this office, in the m atter ot se­ 
curing additional obseivers. 
The State is, as a rule, well covered w ith sta 
tions; no special efiort w ill therelore be m ade to 
increase the present numbc r, except in locali­ 
ties where there are no stations w ithin a radius 
of fifty miles, oi located so as to tender reports 
of special value. 
It will be im practicable in a m atter of this 
character to lay down definite rules for your 
guidance, or to set forth, except in a general 
way, the scope of your duties iu regard to voluu- 
untary observers. 
The following outline will, it is believed, 
cover your duties in this respect for the present, 
viz : 
1. To account for th e property now in the 
hands of voluntary observers, and th at which 
m ay be issued to them in future. 
2. To conduct correspondence necessary in 
replacing broken instrum ents. 
3. To do all prelim inary work relative to se­ 
curing new stations in California, and subse­ 
quently in forwarding instrum ents to such new 
stations. 
In dealing w ith co-operating observers of this 
Service the Chief Sigual Officer trusts that you 
will bear in m ind the im portance of Eerving all 
portions ot the State w ith equal zeal and energy 
and also ot the necessity of treatiug each ob­ 
server w ith courtesy and consideration. 
You w ill look over the 
field and report 
w hether it w ill be feasible to extend the duties 
set forth above, so as to include an exam ination 
of voluntary observers’ m outhly reports by you, 
before they are forwarded to this office, it Is 
thought th a t you m ight desire to tabulate and 
retain data of tem perature, rainfall, etc., at 
your station for punlicatiou in the State Agri­ 
cultural Society's Report. 
It is not intended, however, to burden you 
w ith extra labor; therefore, if su; h a feature 
would in any w ar tax you too heavily it need 
not be considered.

S ave th e T re e s. 
Garden and Forest has warmly advocated 
saving the last grove of giant sequoias, 
“ the big trees,” in Tulare county, Cal., 
and both houses of Congress have passed 
unanimously a bill setting apart the grove 
forever as a public park. 
The Act secures 
also (he springs of streams that flow through 
the park, and provides for the preservation 
of the timber and natural objects, for the 
protection of the fish and game, and for 
the maintenance of the park in its natural 
condition. 
Garden and Forest now asks why a sim i­ 
lar reservation should not tie made of a 
tract of the redwood forest in the Coast 
Range. 
The trees are so valuable that 
they are rapidly falling under the ax, and 
trees almost as interesting as the big trees, 
and even more beautiful, will disappear. It 
hopes, also, that the committees w ill report 
the Yosem ite I’ark bill, and undoubtedly 
in reserving these noble tracts from de­ 
struction Congress m ight be sure of uni­ 
versal public approval. 
The public interest in foresty, which has 
been faithfully and forcibly fostered by 
Garden and Forest, has arisen happily in 
tim e to save much that ought to be saved, 
but could lie saved only by a strong ex ­ 
pression of opinion. The great beauty and 
the universal enjoyment of the parks which 
have been laid out w ithin recent years 
have shown what an immense benefit and 
delight a little forethought may secure to 
our children. 
The reservation of Niagara, 
in New York, and the earnest struggle for 
the Adirondack forest, are fruits of the 
spirit which has been 
awakened, and 
whether the parks are vast tracts in the 
wilderness or breathing spaces in the city, 
the feeling which reserves them , and 
which in turn they develop and encourage, 
is a source o f the purest public pleasure.
